of the Pox, to Gifcover its firſt 
extraction, and antiquity of that 
creat Family ; at length it was 
held by. a general voce, that irg 
firſt deſcent was from the Ne. 7£0- 
titan Spaniards, Yome of whom ha- 
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4 Little Venus 
ving been lately abroad with Cos 
lumbas; 1n the Year 1492. upon 
the firſt diſcovery of the New 
World, or WV eſt-ladies, after two 
Years abſence, arrived back to 
ticir Native Country, with a 
number of new pretty curious 
Fangles, and among the reſt, was 
this New Pocky Toy, which 
they ſoon made preſent of to ſe- 
veral of their deareſt Juljetta's at 


Naples; For immediately upon - 


their arrival in Spain, they were 
hurried away to Naples, to rein- 
force that Garriſon, then in pol- 
fellion of Alphonſo, King of Ar- 
ragen, and. blocked up by 80000 
French, under Command of Charles 
the Eighth of France. The Beſieg- 
ed being ſtraightned of Proviſions, 
were forced to diſmiſs their Mi- 
ſtreſſes, ( already ſufficiently rub- 
bed with the /rd;an Loadſtone, ) 
into the Enemics Camp, where 
they met with very good Quar- 
ters among thoſe hungry Mylh- 

kan 
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roms, almoſt ſtarved for want of 
Womens Fleſh ; which they found 
ſo well Teaſpned and daubcd with | 
Muſtard, that in few Weeks ir | 
cook them all by the Noſe. By 
this you obſerve, its ſuppoſed the 
Spaniards firſt brought the Pox 
from the Weſt-7adies, where they 
{aid it was as natural to the In- 
habitunts, as the Small-Pox is elfe* 
where. Foravantt denies, that the 


Spaniards brought it from the Weſ?- 


[adies, but affirms, the French be- 
ing almoſt famiſhed, firſt got the 
Pox, at the abea-faid Siege of 
Naples, by eating dead Mens Car- 
kaſſes, which he further makes 
proof of, by feeding a Sow with 
Sows Fleſh, likewiſe an Owl and 

a Whelp with Fleſh of their own 
kind, which he found afterwards 
mark'd with ſpots, botches, and 
Pimples, like thoſe of the Pox. 
This preceding opinion glaunceth 
fome probabiliry upon the Report 
brought us from the We/t-Indies ; 
whole 
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6 Little Venus 
whoſe Inhabitants ( particularly 
thoſe Anthropophag?, that ſuſtain 
themſelyes by feeding upon Mans 
Fleſh ) are now and then ſurpriſed 
by this Diſeaſe, which takes 'em 
in the manner of a Surfeit, clcars 
their Blood, and ſo vaniſhes away 
by uſing ſome ſlight means, and a 
tin Diet. Parace/ſas faith, this 
Diſcaſe was bred between a Freac/ 
Leper, and a Neapolitan Whore, 
whilit ſhe had her Courſes upon 
her. Aſtrologers Father the Child 
upon Mars, Fupiter and Mercury, 
caught in Adultery with FYerzs and 
Lira, Seatcd in the Eighth Houle, 
a piace of Diſeaſes, whereupon two 
Eclipies ( the one in 7arzrss, the o- 

her in Scorp/0) following, brought 
her to Bed of the Pocky Monſter, 
Ten or Ejcyen Ycars aiter; others 
apg2in ſay, it was cauſed by Gree# 
Winge, daihcd with Leorrs Blood, 
which the Frexch drank, being pur- 
polcly ieit {or them at Sama by the 
Spautrrds. Some report a Leper

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of Valentia in Spain, firſt gave a 
noble Whore this Diſeaſe, who 
ſince diſperſed it among many o- 
thers. Divines impure the riſe of 
ir to Gods Judgment upon Adul- 
rerers, Fornicators, and other Sinfu! 
Criminals; like that of the 7zd7ar 
Leproſy inflicted upon the Yews, 
and the bruiſing Laſlitude upon 
David. 

Afreer all this, many will have 
it, that the Pox reigned in the 
World long before the Year 1494. 
and therefore fay, that Z7ppocrates 
makes mention of ſome thar loſt 
their Hair, and were troubled with 
Malignant Ulcers about their Pri- 
vities. Likewiſe YLaleſcus, Sali- 
cetrs, and Gerdoxins, C Who lived 
800 Years bcforc the Siege of Nye 
ples ) wrote of Ulcers and Botches, 
contracted through the immoderart? 
uſe of Women. Its likewiſe dit- 
couricd hat the Erhinpians have for 
ſome Hundrcis of Years becn ſub- 
je ro a filthy Diſeaſe abour their 
Groin 
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Groin and Privities, which they 
2ot by an over-wanton Lechery ; 
che ſame is alſo confirmed by 4- 
gatharcides. Avicenna Writes of a 
Sehaphatum or ſcabby Head, with 
many other accidents attending it, 
not unlike the Pox.. Others 1ay, 
che Pox is nothing but a kind of 
Leproſie, a St. Antonies Fire, or 2- 
kind of Plazue. 

4. Thoſe that conceive Fob, 
Sr. Mevins, St. Evagrius, St. Ro- 
che, or St. Sement, to have becn 
rormented with the Pox, or that 
the Pox had a being in F7ippocra- 
tes, Avicen, Valeſeus, Salicetus, or 
Gerdonius their times, ſome hun- 
dred Years before the foreſaid 
Siege of Naples,. muſt needs find 
their miſtake, in comparing the 
ſymptoms of thoſe holy Men, 
or thoſe mentioned by the Ayu- 
thors b<cforc-writren, with the 
ſymproms of the Pox. Neither 
can any rationally ſuppoſe, the 
Pox to be a kind of Leproſie, 

ſince 
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ſince they do altogether differ from 
one another in ſymptoms, ana 
manner of Infe&tion. Neither can 
[ believe, the Spaniards brought 
the Pox firſt from the Weſt-[u- 
dies, becauſe a Ve/t-Tndia Pox 13 
no FEpidemick, but an Entdemics 
Diſeaſe, which is cauſed by a par- 
ticular diſpoſition. of the Air, and 
their putrid Diet; and therefore 
is equivalent to a Scuryy. Never- 
theleſs its moſt certain, the Pox 
was firſt bred among thoſe $Sp4- 
#iards, that were arrived from the 
Weſt-Indies at Naples, and the 
French that beſieged the Town, 
though in another manner than is 
generally reported, as this follow- 
ing Hiſtory of the Nativity of the 
Pox will confirm to you, being 
colleted by me from ſeveral Cir- 


cumſtances, that attended it at its 
Birth------: |

5, 8 HE French with their en- 
tailed manginels march- 

ing into 7raly in the Year 1493- 
under Charl?s the Eighth of France, 
againſt Alphoyſo King of Arrazo, 
did daily fret, and promote their 
Evil by Drinking groſs 7talian 
Wines, Eating Salt Meats, and 
broiling under a hotter Sun; and 
as their Wines grew ſtotiger, Vidt- 
nals Salter, and Sun hotter, by 
their deeper in-road into the Coun- 
try, fo their Diſeaſe accrewed in 
reater Scabs and malignity. At 

aſt being come to their Journeys 


M _ 
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end, and ſeated before Noples, they 


felr themſeives encompaſied with a 
more ſcorching Air, and feeding 
upon powdered Boars Flcſh, they 
were preſſed to gorge down Rivers 
of Wine, hotter and ſtronger than 
before; all which had ſublimed 
( or heightned ) their Diſeaſe to 
to extream an high pitch of mangi- 
neſs, that confiſting in inflamed itch- 
ing ſcurf, and damnable infection, 
it was communicated to their 
inward parts, in as furious a de- 
Bree, as to their outward. This 
inward and outward itching bii- 
ned and pickled diet, mecting with 
aduſt ( or burnt ) Melancholy tem- 
pers, could not but kick and ſpur 
tome of them into a moſt deteſta- 
ble rage of lechery, who encoun- 
tering with rank Jades, (being per- 
nicious through their menſtruous 
ſtcems, and diſgraced with the 
worſt degrocs of Scurvy, crept in 
upon them by their ill Diet with- 
in the ſurrounded City, ) fell foul 
of 
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of the handſomeſt, that probably 
had been over-riden, galled, m- 
Hamed, and ſer on Fire by their 
Comrades before. In this ſharp 
conflict ſhowrs of morbifick emil- 
ſfaries ( or diſeaſed ſteems ) dar- 
ted from each party, confronted, 
united, embraced, and were knit 
rogether into intire compound 
minute ( or very ſmall ) Bodies 
which were the Flower, Soul, and 
abridgement of the whole clor, 
xwhereout they were ſublimed ( or 
forced ) and conſequently did par- 
take of the worſt of their quali- 
ties and ſymptoms, which now 


are become the genuine ( or true ) 


pocky ones. 

6. The truth of this Narrative 
depends upon the proof of theſe 
four circumſtances. 1. That the 
French Army was at that time 
troubled with the ſcabby Itch. 
2. That the Itch can be ſubli- 
med, or raiſed to a higher pitch, 


in manner aforeſaid, 3. That the 
Neapoli an 
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Neapolitan Curtizans were troubled 
with the Scuryy. 4: That the 
Pox was begotten between a man- 
gy French-man and a Neapolitan 
Whore, that was troubled with 
the Scurvy; or in ſhort, that the 
Pox is cauſed by a commixture 
of a ſcabby Itch, and an invete- 
rate SCuryy. 

7. In relation to the firſt, its 
moſt certainly known, that a 
French-man upon the leaſt change 
of Air, eyer contracts the Irch ; 
or if it ſhould fail him Spring or 
Fall, immediately doubrs of his 
Health ; moreover, where. any 
one is accuſtomed to Wine, and 
a ſharp hot Diet, as peppred, 
Onion, Anchovy, and Garlick 
Sawces, and is floveniſh in his 
Linnen, living beſides in a hot . 
Climate, its impoſſible he ſhould 
eſcape the Itch, much leſs in an 
Army, where they are all ſſovens 
in their Linnen, ' and Cloaths, in 
the higheſt degree, and one in- 
feats 
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fects the other, and feeds the Dit- 
caſe with a brined and Pickled 
Diet. In fine, never did a French 
Army paſs a Campane, without 


being tormented with the Itch in 


the worſt degree; what pickle rhe 
French Army uſed to be in Fl;nders, 
where the Air is far more eempe- 
rate. than in 7raly, my ſelf have 
been an Eye-witnels. As to the 
ſecond, its generally obſerved, that 
by continuation of a hot Diet, and 
not ſhifting of Linnen, a ſmall 
Itch, with little black heads, will 
change into red mattery Pimples, 
and thoſe into ſcaling Scabs, 
which at length will turn into 
great broad Scurf, like a Leproſic. 
To the third, as moſt Towns that 
arc ſituated upon the Sea, arc ſub- 
jet to ſome Endemick Diſeaſe or 


other, ſo Naples hath cyer been 
diſpoſed to an imperfe&t Scurvy, 
which being beſieged, and, the In- 3 
habitants penned up in Rooms, | 
uſing no exerciſe, and dieting up- | 
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on courſe dreggiſh powdered Boars 
Fleſh, old hard mouldy Biſcuit, and 
ſlimy muſty Water, ( for their 
Fountains were filled with dirt, 
and the Air with ſtinks of Carri- 
ons, dead Carcaſles, and putrid 
{faltiſh vapours of the Sea, ) they 
muſt unayoidably have been forced 
into a very deep Scuryy ; for the 
adequate cauſe being put into 
action, the efftet mult neceſſarily 
follow. The fourth is, that the 
Pox 1s begotten, between a man- 
gy Frenchman and a Neapolitan 
Whore, that was troubled with the 
Scurvy ; : or to ſpeak more Plain, 
The Pox is a complicated, mixt, or 
compounded Diſeaſe, that's engen- 
dred, bred, -and knit together out 
of a deep Scurvy,. and a fiery . ma- 
lignant mangineſs. That it is a 
mixt Diſeaſe, is diſcovered by the

Phyſicians upon a 
Rynning of the Reins. | Moſt dg 
jadge the running to. procced from 
Ulcers of the Proftats, they ſhould 
have ſaid Veficulz Seminales, being 
{mall Bladders lying at the root 
of the Virge, that are made for lit- 
tle Ciſterns to keep the Sced in. 


This certainly is erroneous, for if 


thoſe miſtaken Proſtats, being

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I ciently tainted and putrefied, as 
appears by cheir yellow, green and 
variegated Complexions; neither 
will I deny, but that oft thoſe 
Bowels, and the Blood may be 
tainted and altered in their Sub-

Can it be ſuppoſed, where a Pocki- 
ficd Perſon Ilagks. as well, and 
ſometimes :better than ever, and 
all his Bowels perform their FunQi- 
ons as well as ever, allo his Ex- 
creta in as good order as evyer 
which I have frequently obſerved 
to bz ſo, that his Liver or Spleen 
can be tainted ? Beſides as you will 
read in the Solution of the next 
Query, the Bowels being-ſtronger 
than the External parts, will and 
do throw off all Malignity upon 
the External Weaker parts ; abun- 


dance of Arguments more might 
| be 
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be offer'd, were it neceſſary. I ſay 
then, that the part chiefly affected, 
or Scat of a Liminary Pox, 1s 1n the 
Membrane of the Urethra, and the 
Glanduls in and abour it ; for its 
obſeryable, that upon a Pocky 
Diſmount, the Cavalier commonly 
( though nor always ) perceives 
immediately either an Heat of 
Urine, or a Venereal Strangury, 
being occafioned by Virulentſteams, 
impelled into the Pores of the 
Urethra, from the contagious party, 
that in an inſtant do corrode and 
diſunite the Texture thereof, which 
the Salts of the Urine, paſling by, 
do put into'an hot pain, and by 
Stimulation cauſe a Strangury, 
There is no pain but in Nervous 
parts, as the Urethra is, where 
the Animal Spirits being extreamly 
injured, and irritated, are put 1a- 
to a Violent motion, which cauſing 
a Rarcfation of a!l the Humors 
in and near that part, occaſioneth 


the whole Virge to ſwell in a fthort

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proceſs of time, thoſeVirulent ſteams 
or Miaſms do ſo diſunite, lacerate, 
and corrode the Texture of the Ure- 
thra, or its Glandules about it, that 
they cauſe anUlcer or}Running Sore, 
whoſe $Sanzes ( which within a few 
days doth turn into a perfect Pas) 
Running outat theExternal Orifice 
or termination of theUrethra,is then 
WKcalled ( though very fooliſhly, )the

have more than once obſerved, that 
{ome upon a Veneral Commerce, 

; {have - in few Days had a Shawker 
> Mbroke out -in the External Skin of 
7 (tbe Yirge, without any other con- 
- icquence of a Goxorrhe, heat of 
Urine, Strangury, or Intumeſcence 
of the Yirge ; which hath been oc- 
1 Mcaſfioned by the Virulent Miaſms 
entring the Pores of the ſaid ex- 
E ternal 
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ternal Skin, and lodging there 
ſome ſhort time, have corroded 
-their way through into an Ulcer or 
Shanker; whereas few or no {teams 
-entting into the Urethra ( its ex- 
ternal Orifice being cloſed by ſome 
.clammy Mucous matter from the 
Proſtats, or the Clammincſs of the 
Sperm ) is the cauſe why they e& 
:fcape . a : Gonorrhe, Strangury and 
Bubo. There being a great Com- 
munication between the Proſtats, 
.and. other ſmall Glandules of the 
'Virge, and the Glandules of chefſWtl 
Groin; thence it is, that upon theWni 
ſtoppage of the Gonorrhea, the Ve-m 
.nom is ſoon Tranſmitted to theye 
Groin, where it occaſions:a Bb, MWBc 
being an inflamed tumor of onelll 
of the Glanduls there; and yery 
oft, 'tho' there be a Goxorrhe, yet 
if that doth not give a ſufficient 
Diſcharge to the Venom, part of 
it will be Trafmitted to ſome one 
or other. of the Glandyles of the 
Groin, which is the cauſe why _ 
| tne 
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the moſt part, there is in the Gonor- 
rhe, a ſmall Swelling and Soreneſs 
in one or more of the ſaid Glan- 
duls, which uſually continues as 
long as the Gonorrhe, and decrea- 
ſes with it, ſo that it 1s as it were a 
Land-mark to it; ifa great part of 
the Malignity be Tranſmitted to 
the Groin, then it ſometimes hap- 
pens, -the Patient hath both a 6e- 
worrhe, and a Bubo, and if rhere 
be much Malignity, there may be 
alſo Shaukers at the ſame time. So 
that I am far from the Vulgar opi- 
nion, that the Venom is Tranf- 
mitted to the Groin, from the Li- 
yer, as being the Sink of the 
Body, as its vulgarly termed. 

' The Seat of the Diſeaſe in a 
Frontier Pox, T take to be in the 
EGlandules,and the GlandulousLym- 
2 of the external parts, and of a 
BMdvay Pox in the Glandules and 
AGlandulous Lympha, ſeated deeper 
Win the Body. Beſides many other 
Mproofs, T will only offer this as 
| E 2 an 
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an Argumentum- ad hominem, 'vix. 
Thar all Mercurials, which in ma- 
ny caſes contribute ſo great and 
ſudden help to the ſeveral ſorts of 
the Pox, do chiefly exert their vir- 
 tue upon the Glanduls and Glan- 
dulons Lympha, as appears by the 
Salivation which they are ſo apt to 
raiſe. In a 7horow Pox, the chief 
Seat is according to my Slender 
obſervations, inthe Brain, Sinews, 
and Nervous Lympha. 

-I have only this to add in Con- 
cluſion-to this Query, That thoſe 
Virulent Venercal ſteems are 
Clammy and Cleaving, and conſe- 
quently ſtick in thoſe Liminary 
parts, which being Membranous 
and Glandulous, and conſequently 
Tenacious, are the occaſion they 
move no faſter ; for ſhould they be 
{ubtil and be cafily mixt with the 
Blood, which circulates ſo very 
faſt, a Man would be Pox'd in 24 


hours, and 'Thorow-Pox'd in four 


Days; as we may obſerve in Pe- 
ſtilential 
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ſtilential ſteems or Miaſms, whicii 
being more ſubtile and leſs cleav- 
ing, mix with all the Juices in ſa 
ſhort a time, that in Six, Twelve; 
or 24 hours, the whole Body 
is intirely infeted. So that Pocky 
ſteems cauſe in the beginning a 
Local Diſtemper, which continues 
ſuch a conſiderable while withour 
infeting the other parts, like un- 
to an external Ulcer, ſucceeding a 
Wound, whoſe ſteems are not ſud- 
denly conveyed by the Blood to: 
the other parts, tho' conſtantly 
flowing by the Ulcer. So that ac-- 
cording as thoſe Venercal ſteems- 
are Groſs, Clammy, and Cleaving,. 
they moye the ſlower, and are re-. 
tarded according to the condenſed 
texture of the Liminary parts. On: 
the other hand the ſaid ſteems be- 
ing ſubril, leſs Clammy 'and lefs- 
Cleaving, and the Liminary patrts 
being of a thin rarefied looſe Tex-

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unfortunate in thoſe Circumſtances 
are the ſooner Pox'd. 

That a Limwinary Pox, ( vulgar- 
ly termed a Clap) is local, is very

ſelves from all manner of Venereal 
intection, infomuch that they make 
no fcruple to converie with per- 
fons, thouzh never ſo mucl-Pox(d, 
The aviteriive and fearching Fa- 
cuity of their Urine wiping off all 
tzole infectious Clammy ſteems, 
before they are fctited, and pe: 
nerate dceper into the Membranc 
of the External Neck of the Uterys 
To the fame end Projp.

Frueſt, ſpeaks thus, <ntimony Dia- 
phoretick needs not to be taken oft a- 
gainſt the French Diſeaſe, for after- 
wards you may deal with it, how you 
pleaſe.

Shoulders, Neck and Hipps ; bur 
moſt with a Raging Head-Ach ; 
his Arms and Hands were fo Tu- 
| mefied, 
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mefied, that they inclined to a 
Gangrcen. FJoh. Oberndorf relates 
a Narrative of a Woman of Re- 
genspurz, who upon application of 
a Meccurial Plaſter, was taken 
with a Shaking, and an anxious 
Oppreſſimn of her whole Body, 
with a Bloody Flux, which ſoon 
conaucted her to her long home. 
The ſame Anthor ſpeaks allo, ofa 
Girl of the ſame City, - who upon 
a ſingle anointing was thrown in- 
to a Trembling of her Joints, dif- 
ficulty of Swallowing and Breath- 
ing, a great {welling of her Face 
and Belly, an Excoriation of the 
Throat, and Corruption of her 
Lips to a Cancer, with a nauſeous 
ftink of the Breath, and inſuffera- 
ble pains, all which within a ſhort 
time deſign'd her for Death. Phi- 
leraſtus apad Muffet, dial. de Med.

Thus much for crude Mercury, 
let's examine next its ill ſucceſs 
when prepared.

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Sever. Danus, Turquetus, G&c. Vid:

'The mildeſt of all their Prepara- 
tions is Mercurins Dulcis, Which 
they ſay may be as ſafely taken 
as Manna, Witneſs elſe thoſe three 
Children, that cach rook a Doſc 
of it againſt the Worms, from an 
Apothecary ſome where about the 
Strand, and died all three the ſame 
day. The forementioned Diſaſters 
certainly are enough to contract a 
juſt diſrepute, yea, a ſhameful ex 
ploſion, were it not that the fault:

Thegreatelt inconvenierice 
Patients ſuffer in this ſort of Cure, 
are pains in the Mouth, Anguiſh, 
want of Sleep, and immoderate 
Thirſt, which latter was ſo very 
preſſing in one of Dr. Bates his 
Patients, that in the middle of the 
Night he ran down Naked to the 
Cellar, and there filled his Belly 
with Small-Beer, which neverthe- 
leſs ſcarce altered him, or retarded 
his Cure; a ſign certainly, that a 
Mercurial Courſe imports leſs dan- 
ger than many others.

7, biths, likewiſe Mercur:us Datlcis, 
twice, thrice, four times, or Six 
E 3 times - 
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times ſublimed, I have frequently 
made tryal of, without the Con- 
{equence of the leaſt ill Symptom. 

In fine, I jadge Mercxry fo far 
diſtant from a Venom, that it is a 
moſt {afe and ſalubrious Medicine, 
excelling many Vepgerables and 
Drugs in fafcty and powerful Qua- 
lities,as white /Ze//ebor, Fuphorb. Be- 
2ereon, Colocynth. Scammon. through 
whoſe hypercatharſts, and malighi 
ty I haye read, heard, and ſeen 
many more ſent to the ground, 
than what Mercury can be accuſed 
for. Wherefore as theſe in regard 
of their malignity cannot be tiled 
a Venom, but malignant, ſo nci- 
ther can Merc:ry be thought poi- 
ſonoas but malion; for a Poiſon 
is that, which in the leaſt quan- 
tity, cauſeth the greateſt mif- 
caicf ; bur /tercrry ina very great 
proportion, namely a Pound or 
two, eftects no detriment, or at 
leaſt much leis than white ZZel/e- 
tor, Euphor. or Mezereon, in a ve- 
ry 
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ry ſmall doſe, viz. ten, or twenty 
Grains ; wherefore leſs hurtful. T

likewiſe in Mercurial Veins, which 
oft are ſo pregnant, that the 
(quirt out drops. to the ſurface in 
the Graſs ; the other ſort is thar, 
which Galen calls Hydrargyron, or 
artificial Mercary, forced through 
F 4 heat 
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heat out of Fofil miniur, or natu- 
ral Cinnabar, The manner of it 
read in Yittrur. Diofcorid. Agricl, 
Anton. Gall. &c. So that Mercur) 
derives its Malignity from a con- 
tribution of Arſenical, Cobaltous, or 
other Poyſonous. Spirits, to thoſe 
of Mercury, whilſt ic yet depended 
upon the Confuſion of its Plaiſtick 
Vapors, within the Womb of the 
Earth. Irs benignity reſults from 
the purity of its Conſtituents, for 
which minial Mercury, or Hung 
rian Cinabrin Mercury is commen- 
ded beyond all orher forts, di- 
ſtinguiſh'd from Arſenical or Co- 
balrous Mercury, by paſſing it thro 
a piece of ſhammy Leather, the 
ware leaving few or no blackiſh 
Dreggs behind it; or being di- 
ſtill'd, paſſes intirely withour ſtain- 
ing the botrom of the Alembit; 
or being fumed away our of a 
Spoon Tinges it only with filver 
Spots, whereas the other leaves a 
red or black ſtain. "This premiſed, 

ſay, 
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I ſay, 1. Thoſe Goldſmiths arrived 
to their diſaſter by uſing Arſenical, 
or Cobaltous Mercury, 2. Poſlibly 
the weakneſs of their Brain was a- 
chief occaſion of thoſe Animal ' 
hurts; for thouſands of Artificers - 
of ſtronger Conſtitutions are im- 
ployed about crude Mercury, with- 
out receiving the leaſt hure. 

Next I am to diret my Diſ- 
courſe to the 'Prepoſterous Prepa- 
rations of Mercury ; Operators ( as | 
they term themſelves ) to foment-. 
their afteed lazineſs, as. uſually, 
neglect the Trial, and' purification: 
of the ſaid Mineral; which if Arſe- 
nical or Biſmuthal, or ordinary pre- 
paration can divelt it of 'irs malig- 
nity, ſo that its. no- wonder ſome 
Turbiths, . Precipitates, and Mer-- 
carias Vite, have proved fatal to - 
lo many. 

Burt that Mercurius Dultis thould” 
have proved ſo mortal; .appears a 
greater chance,. though-.calily dit- 
coyered, where the fault lies. A-- 
E5 pothe--- 
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pothecaries generally buy their mi- 
\ neral Medicines from Chymiſts, 


who for the moſt part buy their 


Merc. Sublimate corroſive from the 
 Druggiſts, where they may have it 
at cheaper Rates than they can pre- 
pare it themſelves ; becauſe beyond 
Sea ( in /raly and Germany ) they 
' make their S//imare out of the 
worſt ſort of Mercury, and the fi- 
neſt and pureſt they ſell crude, but 
at a dearer Rate. And to render 
their Droſly Sublimates more Cry- 
ſtalline, they ſublime them with a 
conſiderable proportion of Arſerict, 
the true riſe of all thoſe Hurts that 
are cauſed by Mercurius Dulcss. 
Laſtly, Phyſick Prafticers arc 
ofc reproachable for adviſing Mer- 
curials indiſtintly without conſi- 
dering the Patients 7dioſyncrafia, 
there being ſome, whoſe nature is 
as it were, by Antipathy, contra- 
ry to all Mercurials, or particu- 
larly to this or that preparation. 
2. Others are through ſome Ad- 
_ ventitious 
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ventitious Weakneſſes and Diſea- 
ſes, incapacitated to take Mercu- 
rials. 3. Great hurts may enſue 
| upon exceſſive Doſes, or ill timed 
Exhibitions of Mercurials, Bodies 
not being prepared. In fine, Miz 
ncrals may be Compared to ſharp 
Raſors, requiring a ſteddy and: 
Skilful hand in thoſe thar ule 
them. 
Having removed the Scandal 
from Mercurials, my further pur- 
poſe is to inquire, whether Mercury 
be veſted with a Specific Anti- 
dotary Vertue againſt the Pox. 4g- 
ailanus, Francant, Tomitan, Torrel. 
Saxon. Pernel. &c. Unanimouſly 
declare Mercurial Cures,Palliative, 
Sophiſtic, dangerous and extreme 
painful.. Futtenus atteſts, That in 
his time ſcarce one in an Hundred 
was perfectly Cured without a Re- 
laps, he. himſelf deſpairing after 
Eleven Unctions. Againſt theſe I 
can oppoſe far more Experienced 
Authorities, as Fore/?, Zor/t, _— 
an 
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and many others, whoſe obſerve: 
cons witl give you a copius ac- 
count of many perfetly reſtored 
co their former Healths. 

My Particular Obſervations. up- 
on a very great number, as you 
will read many hereafter, do a- 
bundantly confirm that Truth, 
Notwithitanding I do eaſily credit, 


that many now a days are fruſtrat- 
ed in their Expectations from Mer- 


curial Cures, but thar is to be im- 
puted. to the Phyſick Practicers, 
not diftinguiſhing, and not prepar- 
ing bodies; for fome are irrecover- 
able by whatſoever kind of Mer- 
curials, tho* an Hundred times re- 
petcd ; others are curable-by Mer- 
curials. only.

cines exattly, or being prepared to ap- 
ply them to the right degree of the 
Diſeaſe. 

The forementioned Antimonum, 
Reſuſcitatum or Redivivum, being 
my own Invention and Preparation, 
I have thought fic to Tranſcribe it 
out of my Great Venus. Take a 
ſufficient Proportion of 77ungar/an 
Glittering, Antimony, and of Sal 
Armontac, the like Weight, pouder 


and Sift them each ſingly , then

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mix them exactly together in a 
Mortar, put the mixture in a Sub- 
liming Pot with a cover, or a Glaſs 
bolt head, and Sublime it in a Sand 
Furnace, with a ſmart heat into 
red and yellow flowers, that are to 
be gathered at Intervals our of the 
Cover of the Por, and the brinck 
ofit. Theſe conveigh into a Bolt- 
head, and affuſe on them Acetum 
De/tillatum, ad Eminentiam Palme 
Unius, after 6 or 8 days Digeſtion, 
abſtrat the Liquor by Dz/tz]. or 
Evap. Grind the whitiſh reſidue, 
and Edulcorate it with warm Wa- 
ter, whereby its at laſt reduced a- 
eain to its firſt colour ; for which 
reaſon it was by me named Anti- 
monium Reſuſcitxatum, or Redivivum. 
By this means Antimony having left 
behind its fierceneſs and malignity 
it becomes a gentle Vomitory, Pur- 
zative, and Diaphoretic, adapted 
to all Apes, Sexes and Climares, 
radically curing all Obſtructions, 
Jaundiſes, Feyers, Dropfſies, , Aſth- 
maes, 
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maes, and growing ( that is not 
confirmed ) Conſumptions, and ma- 
ny other Diſeaſes. But in Pocky 
caſes I do not know any Purgative 
like it; As eafice as the Preparrtion 
is, I do find a great difference be- 
rween that I do prepare my ſelf, 
and what is prepared by Chymiſts, 
which is much more churliſh, 
and is occaſioned either becauſe 
they commonly ſublimeir in a Glaſs 
Bolt-head, whereas mine is donein 
an Earthen ſubliming Pot, with a 
Bell cover to it,or becauſe they mixt 
the Sal Armonzac in a Braſs Mors- 
tar, which I do in a Marble one; 
or becauſe their Vinegar 1s not 
right ſtrong Burdeaux Vinegar

Pallopius 
Aſſerts, he hath ſeen ſome Cured 
with a Sole DecoQion of Beech 
Tree Wood. Henry the Third of 
France, according_to Riverins his 
OZ. was reſtored with an Addition 
of Butterbur Root to Grazacum and 
Sarſa. Paracelſus adds Perficaria , 
others Perforata and Saponaria, to 
the number of excellent Antivene- 
reals. Some are ſo bold, as to 
make uſe of the Poiſonous Mexe- 
reon Bark, then which, nothing can 
be leſs Antivenereal, or more de- 
{tructive to the Bowels. 

In concluſion I muſt add, thata 
ſingle Guazacum Decoftion is judg- 
ed proper for Ulcerous Gallicans, 
becauſe of its potent Abſterſive 
penetrating Quality, Sarſa for Do- 
lorous, Nodous and 7ophous Patients, 
becauſe 
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becauſe of its diſcuſſive Faculty ; 
China for HeRick Emaciated, and. 
Conſumptive Pocky Bodies, and 
S:/ſafras, for Rheumatic, Catarr- 
hous and Arthritic Gallicans; they 
are to be mixt accordingly ; for in- 
ſtance, if the Patient be afflicted 
both with Ulcers and Day and 
Night pains, Guatacum and Sarſa 
are in' proportion preſcribed; if 
thereunto he is alſo Conſumptive, 
China is added, &c. but if only 
Ulcerous ( as I ſaid before ) a ſing- 
le Guazacuns DecoQion ſerves, or 
if Dolorous, a Sole Sarſa, &c. 

However let me adviſe you to 
confide chiefly in all manner of 
caſes upon Guazacum, as the only 
certain Vegatable Antidote ; but the 
Decoction thereof muſt be made 
weaker with a leſs quantity of Gua- 
iacum, if the Patient be Feyeriſh at 
Intervals, or Emaciated.

is a fort of fugitive flying pains, 
thar ſometimes cauſes a diſtenſion 
in the Muſculous parts of the 
Arms, other times in the Legs, . 
Breaſt, Head efpeciaily, and ſides, 
HereofT have obſerved two degrees, 
The firſt is, ſmall rinkling pains 
in the parts aforcſaid, runninng 
ſometimes to the Tocs, and Fingers 
ends. Thoſe of the ſecond degree 
are more evident, and very offen- 
ſive pains ; they are diſtinguiſh'd 
from. Venereal Night pains, by 
their appearance at all rjmes of the 
Day or Night, but eſpecially at 
the Patients awaking from ſleep ; 
upon the leaſt courſe of Phylſick 
they diſappear, but certainly rerurn 
afrer a ſhort intermiſſion. Their 


immediate cauſe is a yirulcnt wind,

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Diſtending and Corroding the 
membranes of the Muſcles. Touch- 
inz their previous and remote 
cauſes, take theſe Obſervations.

Sarſa. Notwithſtanding, if you 
ſuppoſe your ſelf skilful enough to 
diſcern the goodneſs of Sar/a, you 
may purchaſe a quantity of the 
Drugeiſt, and ſend three or fout 
Ounces of ir ſliced to the Apothe 
cary, to be added to the afore 
{aid 'DecoRtion, and queſtion no 
bur it will recompeace your pain 
by a ſucceſsful Cure. But on ti 


other hand, ſhould you commit i 
(( 
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to the honeſty of ſome Apothcca- 
ries, believe certainly he will either 
wholly omit it, and yet not forget 
to place it down particularly to 
the account, or put in that of two 
and ſix pence the Peund, a kina 
of Sar/a, that is black, ruſty, ſmall 
and rotten, ſerving for no cther 
uſe, than for extinguiſhing the 
vertue of the other ingredients. 
Concerning theſe ſorts of refined 
Cheats, and other groſs ones, you 
may abundantly ſatisfy your ſelf 
by peruſing a Treatiſe, called, 
The accompliſh d Phyſician, and the 
Honeſt Apothecary, which will ren-

| I 5 IE 
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in the aduſt or rather ſaline fluidi- 
tics of the Veſlcls; Whence you 
may deduce this Indication, thar 
they are to be expclled our of the 
Body, by purging thoſe foreſaid 
{luors, wherein they are chiefly in- 
herent. To this intent we muſt 
vitch upon ſuch purgers, expcri- 
ence aſlures us to be molt effectu- 
al; and in thar caſe I muſt recom- 
mend to you my Black Pil, which 
I ſhall exactly deſcribe to you 
here. 


For the compoſition of this black 
Pill, rake of Antimen. Refuſe. 
from gr. 4. to 8, Precip. all, 
dulc. from gr. 3, to 6 with a 
drop or two of /jr. r#/. to mix 
into a black Pill. The efttcd 
hercof is genera'ly a copious atid 
large Evacuation downwarcs 
without yomit, unleſs in ſome 
few that arc diſpoſed. Tnftead 
of the white Prazcip. you may 
ſubſtitute Merc. /ull, dulc, from 

gt, 
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gr. 15. to 30. but then it uſual- 
ly vomits. In reference to this 
method, you are to preſent the 
ſaid black Pill four times to your 
Mangy Patient, that is to fay 
every other day, with confine- 
ment that day he takes it, 


No lefs ſucceſs you may expect 
fom four Doſes of 7#r7;ih Minera!, 
bur not of that crude preparation 
celeribed in Pharmacep. Lond, but 
of the preſcription of Peracelſus. 
Bur becauſe examples are the beſt 
demonſtrations, I ſhall inſert one 
out of many of a very ſpeedy Cure 
of a Mangy Pox. A Wine-Cooper 
of a Carnous habit of Body, of 
temperament ſanguine and melan- 
choly, aged 27. and robult ; like- 
wiſe in the internal conſtitution or 
his Bowels ſound and healthful” 
was diſgraced with a numvcr Ot 
moſt lorhſome Scabs in his Face, 
and down his back. A pragtizing 
Apothecary had enti: 1-24 his Dit- 
2aE& 
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eaſc aSoricit, againſt which accord- 
ing to the Rules of 7rap he had 
ordained him a Courlſe- for two 
Months, but to no purpoſe. Ap- 
piying himſelf to me, I gave it 
the Name ofa Mangy Pox, a. tone 
that ſounded anote above F/a in my 
Patienr's cars ; but aſſuring him of a 
perſet Cure. in Eight days, was 
harmonically cnough underſtood,

By a Hedics Pox, if you ſup- 
poſe a Venercal Diſeaſe, which is 
- radicated and habitual, in oppoſt- 
tion to a ſchertical Pox thar's calily 
Cured, you will miſappreticnd me; 
but my meaning points at a pocky 
indifpoſition, that hath corruptci 
the innate temperament of the 
Heart, and 3rain, occalioning Aa 
Ferid and impure vital fulphur in 
the

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the former, and a molt acrimo- 
nious ZTumidum cerebroſim in the 
latrer, whence conſequently fol- 
lows a quick inordinate pulſation, 
and a great weakneſs in all the 
nervous and locomotive parts, 2 
ſtinking ſweat all over the Body, 
elpecially in the Night ; likewiſe 
a ſhort vulpin Cough, indigeſtion, 
want of appetite, extream drincſs 
of parts, &c. 

An Hedick Pox oft comes at the 
ncels of a Venercal Diſeaſe, that 
has been frequently repeated and 
imperfetly Cured. Likewiſe is a 
conſequent of a Scorbutick Pox in 
a Scorbutick Body, of a Mangy 
POX in a ſulphureous hot conſtitu- 
tion, and of a Scotbutick heredita- 
ry Pox. Moreover, a Pox that 
lurks in the Body, without giving 
the leaſt notice through malignant 
ly mptoms, doth certainly rend to 
an Heck Pox. © 6 

How to fore-know an HeCtick 
Pex is difficult, neither can a dex- 
: rerity 
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terity in the prognoſtick of that 
evil be acquired by any other means, 
than by frequent obſervations of 
ſuch as are HeCtically pockificd. 
Such was the. caſe of the foremen- 
tioned Cooper's Wife, no ſymptoms 
appeared neither external, nor in- 
ternal, to ſuſpet her otherwiſe 
than perfetly diſpoſed. Notwith- 
ſtanding T endeavourcd to perſwade 
her toa courſe, orelſe in the ſpace of 
three Months ſhe would be advan- 
ed beyond all humane Cure ; but 
feeling her ſelf fo well in Health, 
made her flight this advicc.. The 
time. I had prognoſticated was no 
ſooner determined, bur the unfor- 
trunate Woman grew indiſpoſed, 
ncr aſpect turned cadayerous, and 
the mole of her Body ſhrunk ex- 
treamly, being alſo incommodcd by 
a ſhort Cough. This ſudden change 
compelled her to implore my af- 
ſiſtance; bur it was too late. I 
adviſed her to. prepare for another 
retreat, for nathing was more cer-

"Ince the degrees of an Hedtick 
\ J Pox are not eaſily diſcerned, 
and that ſome, namely in the be- 
ginning and growth, admit of a 
Cure, as beſides the Records «(| 
{cyeral Treatiſes, my ſelf can pro- 
duce ſome inſtances of pocky He: 
Qicks reſtored to their Health, its 
a ſufficient Argument, to cncou- 
rage Phyſicians, to attempt {ome 
courſe or other to recover their 
difaſtered Patients, or Jeaft to ad- 
viſe ſomething to paltiate, and 
prolong their Days. in this cate 
the generality of Authors frame two 
Tadications, the one, and which 
in the Cure is preferred, is to. 
moiſten the withered and tabekied 
parts; the other is, to expel and 
extinguiſh 
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extinguiſh the Virulent venome of 
the Pox. The foremoſt of theiv 
is accompliſh'd, or at laſt endea- 
roured, by a nutritive and hume- 
ting Diet, and other Medicines 
of the ſame faculty ; namely, by 
Cock-broath, wherein 15 boiled 
Freuch Barley, Bugloſs or Borrage 
Roots, Liquorice, the four Cordial 
Flowers, Dates, Jujubces, Sebeſten, 
Currants, the four greater cold 
Seeds, and ſometimes a {mall pro- 
portion of Poppy-ſecds, all which, 
belies the Liquoriſh is to be f\veet- 
ned with Roſe Sugar, if the part 

Wc Rhumatick, or if not, with 
 Bugar of Marſh-mallows. As to 
this ſort of Broath, that is ſo com-. 
monly adviſed, give me leave to 
ofter my opinion. The Jujubees 
nd Sebeſtens, dear as they are, 
being brought from the Fa/?-1ndies, 
an haye no great nouriſhing or 
noiftning Power, for being much 
iyed and Shrivel'd, by a long 
Voyage, and Parching hot Ch- 
mates. 
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mates, they paſs. through, there: 
fore oughtrather be lefr out. From 
a Fortnights continuance hereof, 
three of four times a Day, its cx- 
pected-the Patient ſhould be ſomc- 
what incarned, moiſtened, and 
ſtrengthened, which commemorates 
the Phyſician of his latter indica- 
rion, of reſiſting and oppugning 
rhe Venome, to which purpoſe he 
preſcribes a proportion of Chix;

ated Habit. This is to be diligent- 
ly drunk for fix Weeks, or two 
Months, the length of time being 
ſuppoſed tro recompence.the omillt- 
on of thoſe violent ſweats, which 
are ordinarily enjoyned upon an 
Antiveneral Decoction ; though in 
this method ſome ſhort gentle 
Sweats are adviſed. That the re- 
ſult of this ſort of Cure hath been 
a perfe&t recovery of confirmed 
pocky Hecticks, many Authors do 
confidently aſſert in their Volumes, 
as Poterius, Riverins, Fonſeca, and 
others, though I am more than 
certain, that their Patients were 
only macerated, but nor Hectically. 
However, its. apparent by - the te- 
ſtimonies of theſe ſo reputed Plry- 
ficians, China Root obtains a moſt 
energick vertue,. for reſtoring E- 
maciated Pocky HeCticks, which 
the Reader poſſibly may obſerve, 
[ have more than once contradicted 
In this 'Treatiſe. Beſides, that its 
yertue is not exhaled, though tranſ- 
ported 
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ported through ſuch hot climey 
and kept Seven, Eight, or Te 
years before it is called into uſe 
leems evidently demonſtrated by 
the ſanguine Tincture it contributes 
to the Liquor in a Decoction or 
Broath, which doubtleſs muſt be 
derived from a potent Sulphur, that 
1s deeply latent in the Root, and 
by a long continuated ebullition is 
only extracted, and conſequently 
iS not expoſed to exhalation. More- 
over it might be argued, that the 
chief encrgy of oppugning rhis vi 
rulent Venome, is not inherent in 
the Volatile parts of Antivenereal |

theſe Objections imports, that the

it the venomous miaſms ; if 1o, 
there is little certainty of irs anti- 
pallick yerrne, unleſs repoſed in its

On the othct 
hand Guajacam declares its vertue 
by its manifeſt qualities, reſiding 
in its fixt falin and ſulphureous 
particles, or an acid falt,-and a 
potent* expanſive ſu/phar, as the 
Anatomy of its parts by Fire doth 
evidently repreſent to you, by the 
acid Spirit, and a ſtrong Sulphu- 
reous Oyl it yields, through the 
former, attenuating and penetrating

the malignity by proper Antidotes, 
mixt with detergent Diureticks, 
Having interdi&ed all forts of ir- 
ritating and ſtimulating Meats, 
and hot Drinks, ordained him Pills 
framed out of a very detergent 
and Diuretick Extract, and - our 
b7ailterium album: this he repeate 
cd 1o oft, until the Gonorrhee was 
perfetly deterg-d, and exſiccatcd, 
which happened in about a Eleven 
or Twelve Days. :

Aged abour Forty, robuſt, and of 


complexion melancholly, ſome two 
or three Years ſince received a 
prejudice from an hired Woman,

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which ſhewed ir ſelf in a fatid 
Goxorrhee, and untimely ſtopt by 
Emplaiſticks and reſtringents. This 
malignant Enemy would ever at- 
ter once in a Fortnighr, or a Month, 
or ſometimes two, ſally out in a 
green and yellow Tflue, which 
having continued about Eight or 
Ten Days, more or leſs, would of 
its own accord withdraw jt ſelf 
again within its own bounds, and 
ſo ccaſe running, until it was pro- 
voked again by Riding, Drinking, 
or other intemperance in Diet.

From theſe and many other Ob- 


{eryations, I could inſert, may be 
colleted the Lurking property of 
Venercal malignity, abſconding ir 
ſelf in the liminary or ſpermatick 
parts, for ſome Weeks, and Months, 
and what is more, ſome Years, as I

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have obſcrved in many, whence 
through a malign ebullicion, ſteems 
are raiſed and diſperſed through 
the whole Body, anoying the prin- 
cipal and fubprincipal parts in their 
function. 

Theſe through ſome accidential 
cr other procatarktick cauſes, or 
Connate imbecillity, being rendred 
dijpoſtd to engender thick Phleg- 
matick and melancholick Blood, 
by the addition and inſinuation of 
the foreſaid {permatick ſtcems, 


precipitate the Body into a Pocky 


Scurvy ; and in this diſpoſition of 
Bowels and Juiccs of the Veſſels, 
if the Lungs be naturally infirm, 
or accidentially labefied, and the 
humours Azarrhopous, a Pocky Con- 
ſumption is certainly the next pro- 
dud. If hereunto unites a pro- 
portion of putrid volatil ſalt ſub- 
limed our of the feces of the fore- 
faid Scorbutick Blood, and through 
colliquation rendring the Incraf-

In fine, dayly Obſervation con- 
firms, that a malign Venereal 
ferment is oft detained in fome 
retired part or other, beſides the 
liminary ones, which though for 
the preſent doth not incommode 
the Body otherwiſe, than by ſome 
twinges, or fugitive patns, yer its 


beyond all peradventure, that by

. other Diſeaſes ; and for inſtance in - 


putrid or malign Feyers, pofleſſing 
Bodies formerly blaited by a Ve- 
nereal Infetion: It may be ſome 
"cars ſince, and nort- otherwiſe 1n- 
commoded by the remaining fer- 


ment, than by puſtules, ſmall pains, 
or Cararrhs, Spring and Fall;- its 


moſt aſſured, this - Feyer ſhall nor 
ve Cured without a reſpe&t had 
to the Venereal malignity,notwith- 
{tanding all our Aqua Epidemica, 
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Theriacalis, or Scordii Compoſita, 
And this is the cauſe ſo many drop 
away Yearly, whoſe Life might 
@therwiſe be certainly ſayed. Like- 
wiſe in other Diſcaſes, as a Drop- 
ſic, Scurvy, Conſumption, Agues, 
and many more ſeiſing Bodies, 
that had been once,though a dozen 
Years ſince, Infefted, I find they 
are not to. be eradicated without 
antivenercals, mixt with other 
Medicines, proper to thoſe ſeveral 
Diſtempers.

The preceding cauſe is a Vene- I 1c 
ral Relick, or at leaſt ſome deep I !M1 
impreſſion the Pox hath made on i Xc 
the Brain, marrow of the Back, © mai 
and the whole diſſemination of the 
Nerves. The relick forementioned 
1s 
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is the remainder of a former im- 
perfeA or improper Cure: the Jat- 
ter, namely the Venereal ſtain or 
impreſſion on the Nervous parts, 
is occaſioned by a Cure, that was 
applyed late, angafter the Diſeaſe 
was grown inveterate. 

The Venereal Gout is far more 
incommodious, than the other, 
viz. The Scorbutick Gout; lke- 
wiſe is not {o caſily appeaſed, and 
ſeldom goeth off withour leaving 
a Token behind it, cither a more 
than ordinary weakneſs of the 
Joynts, or a fſtiftneſs, or a pain 
upon the ſtirring of ſome particu- 
lar parts, which is not felt when 
they lye ſtill. In moſt, aftar the 
Age of Fifty, it proves abſolutely 
incurable ; and though it doth not 
immediately kill, yer its tortures 
are ſo great and intolerable, that 
many rather prefer lying quietly 
in ſleep in their Graves, than to 


be ſo miſerably racket living in their 
Beds. 
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A Venereal Gout upon a long 
continuation, occaſions Nodes near 
the Joynts, which is an Argument, 


that ſince it hath intrench'd it elf 


within thoſe knotty Pallifades, ir 
will not eaſily be mitigated, and 
much- leſs ſuffer ic ſelf to be re- 
moved by ordinary Remedies. 
My Obſervation on ſeveral Ef 
feats of this Venercal Gout hath 
diſcovered to me, that it chooſeth 
fometimes to change into a ma- 
lign Fever, Palſie, Apoplexy, Le- 
thargy, and an extream Phrifick, 
which in this caſe uſually proye 
to be the Quarter-maſters of 
Death. :

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The Cure of the Venereal Gout. 


HE Cure is to be managed 
with great caution, and with 

2 particular regard, had to the Pa- 
roxyſm, .which being overcome, 
a different courſe is to be ſteered 
for the preventing its return. Firſt 
then in reſpect of. this Gouty Fit 
or Paroxyſm, the extream pain be. 
Ing an Urgent ſymptom, requires. 
precedency before all other indi- 
ations, and points at Anodynes, 
both internal and external, which 
latter being moſt expeditious, are 
commonly preferred before the for- 
mer. - Tho' Anodynes are propor- 
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ly ſtiled to be ſuch means, as af- 
{wage pains by mitigating and 
quieting the inflamed enraged Spi- 
rics, either through a mild warmth, 
which wonderfully pleaſes them, 
or through a ſtupefactive ſulphur; 
yet the genuine qualification of an 
Anodyne may belt be deduced from 
the cauſe of the pain, which in this 
caſe is an acrimonious Salt, rendred 
corroding through the impreſlion 
of a Venercal virulency, and - 
bandoned to the extream parts, Y 
where it doth ſharply vellicate 

and grate the Tendons, membrans, 

and other Nervous parts. So then, 

if you dire& a topical Medicine, 

that is anodyne in this latter and {do 
the former reſpeas, viz. quiecting Wai 
the inraged Spirits, and ſweetning 
the acrimoniousSalt,it muſt neceſſ# 
rily prove ſucceſsful : to this put- 
poſe, I have more than once pre- 
ſcribed theſe following means, v1. 
a Fomentation, a Cataplafm, and 
an Emplaiſter, uſed ſucceſlively

Secondiy, avoid exhibiting pur- 
gatives in the fir; for fear of in- 
raging the Spirits to a higher pitch, 
and depriving thoſe ſalts of their 
moiſture, which otherwiſe doth 
ſerye to qualifie them; moreover 
purging doth oft retra&t the Hu- 
mours from the external parts to 
the internal, whereby more Men 
haye been precipitated to their 
Graves, than ever any Gout thro' 
it ſelf Killed.

The Humours' being very ſharp, 


and"'in.a violent ebullition, ought 
to be ſweetned, and. rhe Spirits, 
et being 
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being too Impetuous, muſt be 
gently appeaſed, bur with a rc- 
gard #- ro the former malignity ; 
tro the effecting of which the De- 
cottion of $Sarſa, Burdock, Saunders, 
Maſtick Wood and raſpt Ivory will 
very we!l anſwer your purpoſe. 
The Paroxyſm being removed, 
the Paiients Impaired ſtrength re- 
covered, and the tartarous ſaline 
Humours being now ready for cva- 
cuation. ſuirable purges muſt be 
advited, whoſe manner of cxhibi- 
tion, eleftion, and Doſe, is to be 
taken, partly from the Humours 
abounding, and partly from the 
Conſtitution, Age, Sex, and other 
circumſtances of the Patient, not 
forgetting the Venereal malignity.

True it is, that ſometimes a Ge-- 
 orrhea may appear any other Day, 
bur T have very frequently obſer- 
ved, they have burited out either 
the Fourth, or Ninth Day in ſoft. 
moiſt Bodics, and in more robuſt 
natures on the one and 'I'wentieth. 

2. That Gonorrheas do run off 
in French Bodies, that are very 
L 3 tranſpirable, - 
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rranſpirable, their Hamours tender» 
Dyer moiſt and thin, the Air ve- 
ry benign and ſubtle, and the ve- 
nereal Venome of a lower degree, 
hath been ſeveral times experien-

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2 greater vigour, and an impetu- 
cus Luſt, all which circumſtances 
ar? appliable ro Climes more Nor- 
thern; to let a Gonorrhza run off 
in ſuch caſes, 1s to ler their Pati- 
cats run into a molt deſperate 
Pox, Specified in miferable noQur- 
nal p21ns, loſs of Palaces, rotting. 
off of Notes, pocky HeRticks, all 
making their Exit into a moſt 
ſhameful Death. The reaſon is, 
that thoſe ſo greatly Venomous 
Miaſtns,- infinuating into the depth - 
of the genital parts, of ſo cloſe and 
ſo retcentive a texture, and the Hu- 
mours contained being ſo Fibrous, 
Naturcisnot ſtrong enough to raiſe 
and continuc an Ebullition to that 
pitch, as to ſeparate, and throw 
oft all the Venome; even in many 
of thoſa leſs malign French Gonor- 
rheas, though moſt part of the 
Venome is run off, yet at the lat- 
ter end Nature growing languid in 
its Operation, ſome of the Venome

proceſs of time advance to a Pox. 
Some few of thoſe Clap-Surgeons 
tro mend the matter, beſides the 
Caſa, and Emulſtons, will everyDay, 
or every other Day, inject a Tur- 
pentine Glyſter into the Patients 
Guts, though wich very little bet- 
ter ſucceſs than others: Bur if the 
Gonorrhza will not runoff ina com-

in ſeveral great Cities, though to 
the Deſtruction - of Fiftcen, and 
probably the Cure only cf five in 
20, Which is enough for a mcans 
to attract ſhoals of Patients ; for- 
thole five being . Cured probably of 
very flight Gozorrheas, Shankers, Or 

Buboes, and paſt the laughter for 
rheir misfortunes, partly out of joy, 

and partly out of brayade, do with- 

out the leaſt ſhame proclaim the 

perſon that Cured them, to all chey 

know ; Whence by the {mall Cure 

of one ſuch Patient they gec Twen- - 
ty; whereas the other Fiftcen are 
obliged to be ſilent, and bear their 
miſe: 12s, : brought on them by the 
unskilful Cure, to avoid the ſcan- 
dal, and being ſcoffed at by their ac- 
quaintance,remcvying from one Phy- 
liciary or Surgeon to another, until 


T7 they 
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they have found the Man that can 
Cure them ; ſo that in this, as in 
all other Diſtempers, the killing 
of Fifteen Patients is not a. pin 
hinderance; for the Grave ſtops 


their mouths, and the Curing of 


five of inconſiderable Diſtempers, 
thall make the man eminent, and 
wondcerfully increaſe his practice, 
though never ſo ignorant, or un- 
Skilful, but only among the Nor- 

thern People. 
5. To return to the Text; anin- 
Rance or two will ſatisfic you in 
the pernicious practice of a great 
Dotdtor, or rather Man-fpoy ler : 
A Gentlemanrepairs to him for the 
cure of a Generrbza, for which is 
preſcribed a Doſe of Extr., Rad. and 
7 or & gr. of Merc. Dalc. The two 
ſucceeding days an Emulſion ; 0 
the fourth day a Bolus of Cowſert, 
ros. and a little Calomelan. Wirth 3 
Superbibendo of a ſtrong intuſton © 
Sena. Rhab. &c. and a diſlolution 0 
Syr. de ſpin. cerv. Which gave 40 
ſtools,

ftools, or thereabouts ;- then the E- 
mulſion was repeted for two or three 
days; afrer that adſtringent Pills, 
and an ad{tringent InjeRtion, which. 
paiſterd up the running as faſt as a 
Wall. During the ſpace cf five 
or ſix monrchs, the Patient found - 
hinſelftollerable, but ſoon after his - 
&kin was difcoloured all over to- : 
wards Yellow, his Veins of a. 
Sea-green, and body extremely ma- 
cerated, heavy, lumpiſh, and tor- 
mented with pains night and day, 
as if Poiſfoned: All which proceed» - 
inz from the virulent matter lockt- 
up, could not be remedicd. by leſs -- 
than two ſeveral antivenerea! cour- 
les. A parallel of another Gentleman, 
that accoſted the ſame Man-ſpoyler 
upon the like occaſion, who being . 
purged ten or a+»dozen times with 
Extr. Rud. and Mercur, dulc. taken : 
every other morning, and Emul- | 
lions of {em, 4. frigid. maj. in 
interval days, by which means the 
Diltemper growing on rather Fr 
ecli- 
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declining, occaſioned a defire in the 
Patient to have another 1gnoramus 
Phyſician joyn'd with him, who 
jointly adviſe him to the braſs 
Spoon, ( ſo calkd from its taſt ) 
v1z. Mercur. precipitat. virid. to be 
ſwallowed down, ten. grains, mixt 
with confer. ros. for ten days ſuc- 
ceſſively without confinement. This 
beſides the nauſcouſncſs and loſs of 
appetite, wrought no great effes 
upon him, and therefore was put 
upon a DecoCtion of Sarſauparil, &c. 
for two months, intermixing now 
and then ſome Purges, bus all in 
vain to the Patient, though greatly 
to the advantage of thcſe Phylick- 
men; which fort of a&ing. not on- 
ly proved deftructive to his body, 
but ro his Purſe likewiſe, ſo that at 
laſt he was obliged to throw them 
off, and render himſelf to the ma- 
nagement of another Phyſician, 
who cured him in fifteen days : As 
for the Surgeon ( ſcarce worth the 


"title of an Operator, or a ne 
rcr 


Ll 
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ter ) I have heard and ſeen fo 
many diaſters and diſmal acci- 
dents, occaſioned by his ignorance, 
that he hath merired leſs from thoſe 
Miſcreants, than the worlt of 
Mountebanks : Bur, as I ſaid before, 
curing of five in Twenty, ſeats him 
on the higheſt Pinacle, 

6. Some there are, who 'haye 


paſſed through a long antivene-. 


real purgartive courſe, poſlibly for 
che ſpace of two months, and up- 


wards, With ſucceſs of the remo- 


val of all ſymptoms, except a day- 
ly thick yellowiſh excretion, which 
ſhould they conrinue purging ad 
infinitim, would not be abated, 
much leſs wholly cured. Here I 
am ro advertiſe you of a vulgar 
error, implying all yellow Flu- 
ors at the virge malignant, which to 
the contrary, the premiſing a long 
proper Ant7venereal courſe, which 
had ſuppreſſed. all the malignant 
ſymptoms, and what is beyond all 
dayly obſerytions, do plainly e- 


Vince 
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vince a total extinction of the viru- 
lency. So that the continuation oc 
venereal catharticks keeps on the 
yellow cxcrction by maintaining the 
humours in a conſtant ebullition, 
by inflaming and frothing them in- 
toa yellow bilious Spume or ſcom, 
which is daily ſeparated, and 
thrown off to thoſe dcebilitated de- 
pending genital parts, that arc 
now become, as it were a Ciſtern, 
or Sink, to which cuſtome hath 
made an open Channel, and con- 
yerted the Orifice in the Urethra, 
whereout the matter oulſes, into a 
Fontanel or I{luc ; wherefore if this 
defluxion to thoſe parts be not revel- 
led, and theOrifice, orOrifices heal'd 

up ( for ſometimes there are morc 
than one, which in fome are broad 
and deep )) the Lips by proceſs of 
time will contract a calloſiry, and 

pals into an incurable F7{tula, So 

that to prevent this great Evil, I 

have with ſucccſs ro ſeveral, ad- 


viled Bleeding out of the Arm for 
ceyulfton, 
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reyulſion, afterwards Purged then; 
once or twice with Caſa, Rhubarb 
and a little Sal pruxellz, and caufed 
chem for ordinary Drink to uſe a 
Decoction of French Barley in 
Smiths Forge Water, beſides ta- 
king Morning and Evening deter- 
oent and ad{tringent Pills ; like- 
wiſe firſt a detergent, and after- 
wards a conſolidating Injeion. 
7. A Gentleman aftcr a long Pur- 
gative courſe, {till labouring under 
{uch a ſort of Flor, applied himſelf 
roa Dodtor, who adviſed -Zunbridg 
Watcrs for a Fornight, and after 
that a Dram of Bol/e armene in 2 
Spoonful or two of Milk, Morning 
and Evening ; in a few days the F/aor 
was ſtopr ſo, as the party thought 
himſelf very well, only he percei- 
ved his right :Teſticle to tumefy 
gradually, every Day more and 
more, which once in Ten or Twelve 
Days would be apt to burſt. our 
| Into a yellow Fluor, at firſt pain- 
tul, afcerwards grew vcry tolera- 
ble, 
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ble, upon which the right Teſts 
cle' did reduce it ſelf to a leſs di- 
menſion than the lefr, or than it ever 
uſed to. be. 

The Fluor having continued ſome 
Days, would caſily yield to the 
leaſt adſtringent: Then the ſame 
Teſticle began again to increaſe in 
bulk, until it was arrived to a ple- 
nitude, upon which enſued a ſudden 
eruption of the aforeſaid Matter, 
which being ſufficiently disburd- 
.encd, would ceaſe of it ſelf, fo 
that in a manner this. Flvor was 


become periodical, unleſs precipi- 
tared by a Debauch of Drinking, 
or high feeding ; for the removing 


ſo great an inconveniency he float- 
ed from one Surgeon to another, 
and from one Phylician ro another, 
every one had a pull at him ; Dr. 
C. of B/. puts him into a Salivatt- 
on for Ten or Twelve Weeks, - but 
to no purpoſe; for the Fluor con- 


tinued its periods. Anthoer Phy-. 


fician: afterwards gaye him. the in- 
_ fuſion 
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faſfion of Cantharides, for a Month 
or Six Weeks, though with no 
better ſucceſs. I had him in Cure 
ſeveral Weeks, and paſſed through 
two diſtin courſes; and all that 
[ could poſſibly cffect, was the re- 
moving of the Fluor, and thoſe 
periodical leakings; but there re- 
mained a conſtant white Gleer, 
which was no great inconyenience, 
or detriment to- his Health, and fo 
will continue as long as he liveth. 
This Gentleman had been in Phy- 
ſick near ſix years, and in that 
time by all probable computation, 
he had ſwallowed down near a 
Thouſand ſtrong Purges, beſides 
many ſorts of Drenches, Pills, Bo- 
lus's, DecoCtions, Vomitives, Sa- 
livations, Sweats, and what not 0- 
ther torments. Neither could the 
Patient be accounted any wiſe 
robuſt, bur rather weak, of a 
loft and thin context of Body, on- 
ly he had youth ; yet for all thar, 
| have oft ruminated, how it was 
almoſt 
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almoſt poſſible, for a Man in fix 
years time to undergo all thoſe tor- 
tures, beſides his anxieties of mind, 
Melancholy, and Deſpair. And 
how willingly doth a Man ſubmir 
himſelf ro all manner of torments 
and puniſhment, for one ſin of his 
luſt, whereas for a million of 0- 
ther Sins ( ſaith the Prieſt ) he 
would ſcarce without regret fay 
one Ave Maria: Yet I have known 
their Prieſts-ſhips in 7:ay, much of 
the fame mould and remper. | 
had forgot to tell you, that the 
Patient aforeſaid, a ltttle before 
each eruption, was ſubject ro a 
ſuppreſſion of Urine, no doubt oc- 
calioned by the tumefaction of the 
Sphindter Veſice, Now its moſt e- 
vident, that here muſt have been 
a deep Fi/tula in the bottom of the 
Virge, which at the end of every 
cruption was apt to be plaſter'd 
up by ſome glutinous Matter, that 
gave occaſion for the widened Mew 
zus's in the Virge, and Teſticles - 
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fill up, they being now rendred a 
drain or Ciſtern to receive thoſe a- 
bounding Humours, which Nature 
was accuſtomed to throw off. So 
that all rheſe miſchiefs are tobe at- 
tributed to the firſt reſtringent 
courſe of the ferruginous Waters, 
without thoſe neceſſary. previous 
evacuations, and deterſions. 

8. Aﬀter the Gure of a Gonorrhea 
or virulent. Flzor, there is com- 
monly a Gleet ( or Lachryma ) of 
thin tranſparent, and ſomewhat. 
oleaginous moiſture remaining, 
which in many in Ten or Four- 
teen Days, ceaſes of it ſelf. 

9. In others it remains much 
longer ; though in. ſome the moi- 
ſture appears thicker, in others thin- 
&. In moſt its Curable, in ſome 
few incurable. I have known 
thoſe, that never had any ſecret. 
commerce with Women, have been 
troubled with ſuch fort of a G/eer, 
that followed them a conſiderable 
time, and Cured not without ſome 


difliculty, 
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difficulty, Others are incident 
ro it upon hard Drinking,. Rid- 
ing, vioicnt Exercile, overpower- 
ing Labour, exceſs of Venery, and 
upon hard preſſure in ging to Stoo), 
Some I have Cured, that were 1ur- 
priſed on a ſudden with a violent 
yellow Fluor, and upon terminati- 
on thereof ſuceeded with a Gleer, 
and yet without any Venercal mia- 
lignity, or the leaſt ſuſpicion there: 
of, occaſioned only by an ebulliri- 
on of the Blood, froathed into a 
bilious Scom, thrown into the ge- 
' nitals parts, and there condchſed 
into a yellow Fluor, which by 
Bleeding, and a Purge of Caſſia, Rhb. 
ard Sal: prane//x, hatis been in a 
very ſhort ſpace diſperſed, and 
the Glee? ſtopt by adſtringents ; but 
by the way, theſe ſorts of yellow 
Fluors muſt be ſtriftly inquired in- 
to, and exactly diſtinguiſhr, leſl 


both the Phyſician and Patient 
find themſelycs deccived. 


Sundry 
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Sundry ot thoſe thick G/eezs are 
tinctured with yellow, and ſtain 
Linnen, yet are obductible, gluti- 
nous, and oleaginous, whereof 
ſome do {Ull pariake of malignity, 
and others are totally exempr. 

Io. In regard of the multitude 
of Gleezs, and the ignorance of 
Phyſicians, though never ſo great 
pretenders to Anatomy, it will be 
material to ſet down, what it 1s, 
thar G/eers, from what parts its 
derived, and by what cauſes occa- 
flioned. As to the firſt, ir is- an 
olcaginous, ſmooth, obdudtible, 
tranſparent, and glutinous ucus, 
cngendred in the Proſtats, -and 0- 
ther {wall Glandules, rhart are im- 
merſt all about the Urethra, and 
throughout the Virge ; for through 
the whole fungous Body of the 
Virge 10 difletion, you may by 
your touch perceive this olcagi- 
nous Hvcus perfuſed ; the uſe there- 
of being great, for without a ſuf- 
ticicnt proportion thereof, its not 
poſlible

poſſible there ſhould be any ere- 
Ction, or art leaſt nor durable; for 
the Spirits thronging into thar part, 
inſo great a confluence upon a 
voluptuous erection, they would 
in a manner take fire, inflame, 
dry, and wither the whole iub- 
ſtance, were they not contempera- 
ted by the foreſaid /Afncus, that at 
the ſame time moiſteneth, and de- 
fends thoſe fungous parts ( being 
otherwiſe naturally dry ) by 
the oleaginous lentour, which were 
it of an aqueous or ſalin nature on- 
ly, would ſoon be drycd up. More- 
over the pores of theſe fungous 
parts bcing filled with the foreſaid 
Mucus, the appclling Spirits inſi- 
nuate into it, whereby its ſud- 
denly rarcfied and huffed up, {ſo 
that-it ſeems to be one of the prin- 
cipal cauſes of erection ; beſides, 
thoſe ſubtil imperuous Spirits would 
immediately tranſpire through {uct 
open ſpungy paſlages, were they not 
congregated, and wrapt up in the 
Macus. 11, Fro 
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11. From the Profta!s, and o0- 
ther leſſer Glandules about the U- 
rinal paſſage, proceed Meatus's in- 
to the Urethra, through which 
they tranſmit an undtuous Macus, 
wherewith that paſſage is irri- 
gated, and inundted, to defend it 
from the acrimony of the Urine, 
rendring the foreſaid paſlage alſo 
imooth and glib, to facilitate 
the transflux thereof. This MMucus 
being engendred in too ſmall a 
quantity, or being Crude, aqueous, 
and thin doth occaſion ſharpneſs 
of Urine, as in Old Men and o- 
thers, whoſe Proftats and the 0+ 
the Glandules, being ſhriveld and 
grown ary, do not emit a ſuffici- 
ent proportion of unAuous Mucus 
to the lining. of the Urethra, The 
like happens in Genorrhea's, where 
the ſaid Glandules receiving a ma- 
lien impreſſion, and inflammation 
irom the virulent Steems, do either 
tranſmit a lictle or no Macs, or at 
leaſt what is very crude, thin, and 
acrimonious, 
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acrimonious, whence the Urine as 
it paſſeth, muſt neceſſarily occaſli- 
on heat, ſmarting, and pricking 
pains like Needles, rhroughthe pun- 
itive Figure of the Salts, where- 
with the Urine is more than or- 
dinarily loaded. In all ſimple Dy- 
ſaries, thoſe Glandules likewiſe are 
alcered in their natural tempera- 
ment, by a defluxion of bilious, ahd 
ſalin Humours. 

12. From this Diſcourſe theſe 
Theorems are evidently deducible. 
\ x. That Glandules being of a moſt 
tender and weak Nature, are very 

apt to receive injuries from Riding, | 
Drinking, excels of Venery, and 
other occaſions; allo from cold, 
windy Drinks, &c. whereupon a 
Dyſery, or Stirangury, do frequently 
enſue, through the forcſaid alcera- 
tion of their Mucus ; howeyer you 
are not to underſtand, that this is 
always the ſole occaſion, in regard 
the like may happen from an Urine 
highly bilious and falin, or purulent 
inflammation 
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inflammation of the Kidneys, Blad- 


der, and alſo by conſent of parts, 
from dry and wet Piles, inflamma- 


' tion of the Ureraus, and the like, 


2. That the Cryſtallin oleaginous 
obduCible moiſture, which upon 
luftful ereftions ouſes out art rhe 
termination of the Urethra, is nei- 
ther ſemen, nor ſeminal, as hitherto 
Phyſicians with the vulgar havye 
crroneoufly judged ; but ir is the 
overflowing of the Proſtars, and 
other little Glandules, through the 
rarefation and hufting up of their 
Macus, which requiring greater 
ſpace, is forced abundantly into 
the Urethra. 3. That a Glee?, which 
appears uſually afrer the Cure of a 
Gonorrhea, is only the ouſing out 
of the Mucrs ' of the Proſtats, and 
other  Glandules, being. debilitated 
and relaxt, or their Meatus's into 
the Urethra too much widened. 4. 
it oft happens, that about thoſe 
Meatus's there remain little ſorbid 
Ulcers, whence together with the 
M Glee 
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Gleet a little Pus is dayly ſqueezed 
-out, which being dryed upon a 
Linnen Cloath, the middle ſhews 
.thick, yellow, and gliſning, ( which 
.is the Pus ) and the edges of a thin 
wateriſh and livid colour, which 
.is the Hacus. Theſe Ulcers, ifvery 
ſordid, and their Pus very tenaci- 
ous, thick, and glutinous, ſticking 
to their ſides like Bird-lime, are 
cauſes of a very obſtinate Geer, 
which may poſhbly ſometimes con- 
tinue a half year, ſometimes a whole 
year, and ſome longer. 5. Incura- 
ble Gleets are occaſioned, when the 
ſides of thoſe little. Ulcers are grown 
callous, and conſequently are turn'd 
into ſmall Fiſtula's. The reaſon 
of their incurability.is, their being 
remote; and ſeated in ſo tender a 
part, that Medicines of a proporti- 
onable ſtrength and ſharpneſs 
cannot be uſed, without offending, 
excoriating, and putting thoſe 
parts to an intolerable pain, which 
-They are to pals by, before they can 
arrive 
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arrive tothe part affected. 6. When- 
ever the Proſtats by ſordid Phage- 
denick Ulcers are wholly devoured, 
as in ſome it hath hapned, though 
very rarely, the Patient can never 
make Urine without an inſupporta- 


ble pain, ( the paſſage being de- 
prived of its Mucus ) and in this 


caſe, there is no other remedy to- 
be. uſed, bur a Silver - Carnala, 
which is to be gently put up into 
the Urethra, through which the 
Urine paſling, is not capable to af- 
fect it with pain; or if a Patient 
would rather chuſe to run the ha- 
zard of Dying, than be always 
troubled with ſo incommodious an 
Inſtrument, no other advice can 
ve given, than ampuratiny the 
whole Member, as they do in 7-rky 
to their Eunuchs. 7. Natire bcing 
much more intent upon the preier- 
vation of the Speczes than the :- 
dividuum, hath thercfore formed 
the neceſlary parts for procreation 
in the moſt ſafe and retired fituati- 
M 2 ON 
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on of the Body, eſpecially the Yajſy 
deferentia, and the Yefſicule femina- 
tes, which ſeem to be only Vari- 
.cous Contortions and terminations 
of the former, conſiſting of a very 
rough ſtrong tunic, ( though thin ) 
and placed in the moſt ſecure ab- 
{truce place of all: So thar in a 
Million of Goxorrhza's they ſcarce 
receive any conſiderable dammage 
in the ſubſtance of the tunic ; and 
where ever they do by corroſion, 1o 
as to be penetrated, it proves incu- 
rable, unleſs chance ſhould ſtop the 
gap by a calloſity. Tn ſuch a caſe 
there would enſue a conſtant Flux 
of Seed, which in a few Days 
-would impel a Man into a 7ayes 
Dorſalis, that in a very ſhort time 
muſt terminate into Death. For 
this there can be no other remedy, 
than caſtration. 8. I am far from 
believing, there is any ſuch Diſtem- 
pcr, as a Vera Gonorrhea ſimplex, 0Cc- 
caſioned by tilting, lifting, or ex- 
.travagant Venery ; for in that 
which 
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which is commonly fa called, the: 
excretion is no other than /ucors, 
and nor at all Seedy. This I ſhalt 
without much difficulty rcnder ob- 
vious to your intellet; in order 
hereunto you are rightly to appre- 
end che marter,- how theſe Yeficalz 


ſeminales are emptied, namely by 


an inturgeſcene and rarefaction of 
the ſperm, through a copious an1 
impetuous afflux of Spirits, where- 
by the membrane of the Ye/rcalz is 
expanded to that tenuity, as the 
pores become patent, through 
which then the ſemen is ſuddenly 
cjaculated by exploſion and S»+ſul- 
tus, and upon every Subſultus irs- 
more than probable, one of the Ye- 
feule is emptied. A further expla- 
nation you may caſily make to your 
ſelf, for I muſt confine my Diſcourſe 
within the limits of Mortality. Now 
conſider, whether ever tilting, or: 
lifting, or ſtraining of the back,. 
as the vulgar term it ( which is a 
wrenching and diſtenſion of the 
M 3 Nerves

Nerves and Tendons) can occaſ\t- 
on an intumeſcence in the Semen, 
or ſend thither a great conflux of 
Spirits, ſo as to cauſe ſuch an ex- 
ploſion; on the contrary, it will 
cither cauſe a detumeſcence, and 
retration of the Spirits, where the 
membrane of the Yefculz mult ne- 
ceſiarily ſub{ide, and conſequently 
become more incraſlated, and rhe 
ſemina! pores condenſed. 'Touching 
the Proftats, their Meatus are 
patent, and become much more ſo 
upon a relaxation of the Fibres, 
after a diſtortion of the back ; like- 
wiſe the Pro/tarts upon ſuch an ac- 
cidenat loſe their rone, ſtrength, 
and retentive faculty, whereby the 
Mucas being not ſufticiently dige- 
ſted, bur crude and thin, muſt ne- 
ceſſarily copiowly diſti] into the 
Urethra, whence. groweth that 
ſymptom, that is vulgarly called 
The Rinning of the Reins. 9. That 
the Mucas of the Proſtats is neither 
Semcn nor ſeminal, is evinced, by 
reaſon 
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rafon they have no manner of 
Communication with the ſeminal 
Fejicles ( though they lye cloſe ro 
them ) nor with the Vaſa deferen- 
tia, and conſequently not with the 
Teſticles; whence can you then 
ſuppoſe it to be Seed 2 unleſs you 
will grant a ſperma-poetick faculry 
to the intire Penis; and if abſurdly 
you ſhould, it cannot be prolifick, 
its Materia not being decidous from 
all parts of the Body. From what 
is premiſed may be plainly dedu- 
ced, that Gleets bring little or no 
detriment to Health, and confe- 
cutively are incapable to precipi- 
tate rhoſe;thar are ſo affected, into - 
a Conſumption, as many out of fear 
and want of the truc 5tate of the 
caſe haye apprehended ; for i have 
known ſeveral, that have bcen trou- 
bled with Gleets Twenty years, 
and upward, without any manifeſt 
injury, yct beyond all p:radven- 
ture it doth incapacitate them in 
the frequency and vigour of Ve- 
4 nereal - 
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nereal Ads, and contracts the Moles 
of the Penis, as I have obſeryed 
from the complaints of ſeveral. In 
concluſion of this Diſcourſe upon 
Gleets, T will only add a particular 
caſe, and after that an Obſervation 
upon Women. A Gentl-man having 
been treubled with a triennial Glee, 
in which ſpace of time he had by 
advice of ſeycral Phyſicians paſſed 
through various courſes, whereby 
he had extreamly harraſled his 
Body, and through their ill ſucceſs 


had as much perplext his mind ; 


at laſt by anorher falſe ſtep was fal- 
len into a ſecond Gonorrhea, more 
virulent than his former, for which 
he had ſubje&ted himſelf under my 
care to Whom for his encourage- 
ment I declared, that in all proba- 
baity I ſhould now, not only Cure 
him of his G:arrb@a, but of his 
obſtinate Glce:t, well knowing that 
the Fluor of the acrimonious viru- 
leat Matter would abrade the cal- 
loaty of the lictle Fiſtule, that oc- 
| caſioned 
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caſtoned-his Glee? ; ſoasina Months 
tire I perfetly Cured him of his 
Gonorrbza and Gleet, The true 
Pathognomonick ſign of a Fiſtulous 
. Gleet is a Mucous purulent ſtring, 
floating in the Urine, which ſome- 
times according to its tenacity doth 
come forth with the firſt of the 
Urine, othertimes with the laſt ; 
and according to the alteration of 
the temperament of thoſe parts by 
Drinking, Riding, or other exceſs, 
appears white, yellowiſh,or grayiſh. 
Tothe touch it feels UnCtuous, and 
is ropy. Strings of a duskiſh co- 
lour are the worſt. 

13. Women upon an unskilful 
Cure of a Gonorrhga, are frequent- 
ly moleſted with a thin copious 
Gleet, attended generally with a 
great weakneſs, and ſometimes ex- 
ceflive pain in the ſmall of their 
Back, a drawing cramping pain a- 
bout the back part of their Head 
and Neck; being alſo much dcbj- 
liratcd -jn all their Joints, their 
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looks- alſo faint, pale and livid, 
eſpecially about their Eyes: all 
which. ſymptoms. are occaſioned by 
a great loſs of the Mucus of the 
Glandules, ( which naturally is 
much thinner in Women than 
Men ) that are ſituated about the 
Collam matricis, through a relaxati- 
on or widening of their Meatus's, 
or little Fiſtules in them. Some 
Phyſicians haye imputed thar ſort 
of Gl/cet to a ſtilliation of rhe 
Neryous Juice, which if it were, an 
incurable Conſumption and withering | 
of all the Body, and a ficcity of 
the Nerves, muſt neceſlarily in a 
few days enſue. The like G/cet- | 
doth alfoattend ſome Women, oc- 
caſioned by a defluxion of ſharp, 1a- 
lin, and corroding Humours, upon 
the foreſaid Glandules. I once Cu- 
red a Gentlewoman, that by a tri- 
ennial Venereal Glee? was reduced i / 
to a great weakneſs, and during 
that time was rendred Szer;/, tho 


within a Quarter ofa year after her 
, | Cure 
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Cure ſhe conceived again and for 
ſeyeral years together did not miſs 
bringing forth a ſound Child, moſt 
of which continued living: So 


that from this, and other like in- 
ſtances I could recite, you ma 
obſerve another cauſe of {terility, 
before now not mentioned by any 
Author. 

14. A Pox, that ſhews ic felf in 
Ulcers about the Palate, and Noſe, 
is not to be Cured by Salivation,. 
before the foreſaid Ulcers by palli- 
ative Medicines are deterged, in- 
carnd, and conſolidated ; for the 
great Maſs of ſharp Humours, 
which the Salivation doth heave 
up thither, making an Addition 
of large Ulcers. and rendring the. 
others much worſe, doth very oft 
occaſion both Noſe and Palate to 
come down ; and though the ma- 
lignity in ſome is extirpated, yet 
in others it is incxpugnable, by rea- 


| ſon- of the ſordidneſs, and cavities, 


wherein the malignity ſeems to be 
intrencht. 
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intrencht. So that in this caſe, no 
leſs than two ſeveral courſes are 
capable, ſafely to overcome the 
danger, and Cure the Diſeaſe. 
Hence it is, that many by too much 
precipitation running head-long 
upon a Salivation, ruin their Pati- 
eats; and ſuppoſe the malignity 
ſhould be exringuiſht by a violent 
Salivation, yet the intempera- 
ment; weakneſs, and moiſture of 
thoſe: parts, and the Bones being 
already roucht, muſt neceſlarily 
cauſe them: to cariate, which not- 
withſtanding all remedies uſed, muſt 
ſcale and be thrown off. 
15. Thoſe who are naturally of 
a moiſt temperament of Brain, and 
by reafon- thereof are obliged to 
hawck much, and blow their Noſe 
oft, are very: Subject to Ulcers in 
their Palate, Throat, and. Noſe, 
being only troubled: with. a flight 
Gonorrhe&a, Bulo, ox- Shanker, not- 
withſtanding they omir no time in 
their Cure, and uſe proper _ 
ies, 
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dies. The reaſon extract from this 
following Diſcourſe. All limina- 


ry InfeCtions, though chiefly ſeated 


in the genital parts, yet the Blood 
circulating through them, doth 
ſomerimes conveigh ſome malignant 
ſteems along with it, and ſo dif- 
perſe them through the whole Maſs. 
Theſe meeting with ſlimy tenacious 
Humours in the Brain, do faſten to 
them, and by an acid coagulative 
quality render them more gluti- 
nous, which ſticking faſt upon 
the inſide of the Os Palazi, where 
there are various little Fovea's, and 
hollowneſles, are not eaſily expel- 
led rhence. Theſe ſecretly lurking 
there undiſcovered, and negleted, 
do by proceſs of time putrefy and 
corrupt thoſe moiſt render parts, 
ſo that at laſt unexpectedly there 
appears a tallowiſh diſcoloration in 
rhe outſide of the Palate nexr the 
Tongue, a ſtink of Breath, and a 


braſs fowl taſte, and ſoon after x 


{eparation ol the roof of tke Mouth, 
| where 
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where then ſhews it ſelf a rough- 
neſs and carries oft the Palate Bone. 
Upon this they are apt to ſpeak a 
little through the Noſe, and ſtufr as 
they call it, which is occaſioned by 
a coarctation of the Paſſage, that 
is berween the Os Sphznoides and 
the inſide of the Palate, by an im- 
paction of thoſe ſlimy and gluti- 
nous Excrements, that are apt to 
ſtick there. To prevent ſo great 
an Evil, where I obſerve: a Perſon 
naturally ſubje& to Hawing, blow- 
ing of his Noſe, and oft {peaking as if 
he were ſtuft, I adviſe a deterſive in- 
jeion, and a Gargale, though the 
malignity he hath received, be ne- 
. ver ſo ſmall; which uſed but twice 
ina Week, is a certain guaranty of 
thoſe parts. Take notice, this is, as 
conſiderable an Obſervation, as any 
in the whole Treatiſe. 

16. A Venereal Bubo is by & 
common. received( though pernici- 
ous ) practice, attempred to 
Cured by fuppuratives, and being 
afterwards

afrerwards opened, and ſo continu- 


ed running, and diſcharging, until 
(as they imagine ) all the Venome 
is run out, then ( if they can ) 
cicatrize it, without any previous, 
or intermediate Purges ; for which 
they give this reaſon, that purges 
diſperſe the Venome throughout 
the whole Body, and draw in, and 
conſequently hinder 
HerelI am obliged to tell you, Ihave 
oft obſerved a very obſtinate Pox, 
enſuing the cure of Buboes. The 
Groin or /»2zen conſiſts of a multi- 
tude of Glandules, which being of 
a very tender ſubſtance, of a moiſt 
temperament, and very ſubje& ro 
putrefaction, near great Veſlels in 
depending parts; here an Ulcer, if 
of a long continuance, .as generally 
it proves, rots and deyours the 
Glandules, layeth the great Veſ- 
ſels bare, and expoſeth them to the 
reparable Injuries oftheAir,and by 
great diſcharges of corrupt ſtinking 
Matter, reduces the Body into a 
Conſumption, 


maturation. - 
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Conſumption, ſo as a violent Saliva- 
tion, though continued for Eight 


or Ten Weeks, as I have more than. 


once ſeen, falls far ſhort of making 


a proportionable reyulſion, or extin- 


Ction of the malignity, it being im- 


poſſible, the rotten corrupted parts: 
ſhould thereby be reſtored, and 


therefore the Patient muſt unavoid- 
ably yield to his laſt fate: All which 
miſchiefs might eaſily have beemw: 
prevented, by previous and inter- 


mediate antivenereal Purges, which 


as they partly retraA the Venome, 
fo they extinguiſh the Venome, and 
carry oft the corrupted Humours 
another way, whereby their im- 
petuous ſtream to- the Bubo is in- 
rercepted, ahd that alſo-put into 
a State of being caſlier managed, 
and ſooner ſuppurated.; for the Hu- 
mours congeſted in the Buho, prove 
much. ſofter, and conſequently 
more -maturable, by extinguiſhing 
in part the Veneceal Acid, which 
5 the chief cauſe cf _— 
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and indurating the foreſoid Hu- 
mours. Laſtly TI have ever obſer- 
ved, tharlaying of a Bubo open, be- 
fore its thorowly ſuppurared ( un- 
leſs counter-indicated by extremi- 
ty of pain, Fever, or ſome otaer 
urgent Symptom ) is a great hin- 
derance to the Cure, and oft-times 
is the cauſe of a ſucceeding putrid 
rotten phagedenic Ulcer. 

17. Mercurial Medicines being 
very frequently uſed, and eſpecial- 
ly long Salivations, become great 
Enemies to- the Glandules, 1o as 
deſtroying the temperament, and 
texture of the Glandula Lachryma= 
lis; I have: known ſome to have 
been troubled with a Lachryma or 
Gleet of Rheum in their Eyes all 
their Life time, others with ſcro- 
phuloas "Fumours, others with a 
continual driveling and ſpitting, 
and ſome with lictle Scabs. in. their 
Noſtrils, ebbing and flowing, that 
were: occaſioned by a diſtillation 
of Rheum, which ſtagnating there, 
have 
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have acquired a faltneſs, whence 
thoſe Scabs ariſed : Theſe as off 
as they uſed Mercurials, were ren- 
dred worſe, and chiefly after a Sa- 
livation. | 
I8. Thoſe that are Salivated to 
a high pitch, are oft brought into 
great hazards, when the Salivati- 
on begins to decline ; for now the E- 
bullition abating, by which the Ly:::- 
pha and ſeroſities were rarefied and 
- attenuated, all begins to incraſlate, 
their Saliva turning ſlimy and ro- 
py, and the Glandules abour the 
Stomach, #ſophagus and Aſpera 
arteria tumefied with an incrafia- 
ted. Lympha, whence ariſe great op- 
preſſions about rhe Hypochonders, 
extream anxicties, Faintneſs, dif- 
ficultry of breathing, preſenc 
danger of choaking, and in this 
State many dye in greater mile- 
ry than if they were hanged, or 
ſtrangled ; all which is occaſioned 
by the unskilful boldneſs of ſome 
PraQticers and Surgeons, ovyerload- 
ing 
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ing their Patients with Mercury, 
whereby an impetuous Salivation 
is raiſed in a few Days, carrying 
off ſo much of the thin, thar the 
remainder is left thick, and im- 
paſſable. Now this happening is 
ſiniſterly. by the raſcally adviſers 
thrown upon the Patients taking 
cold, though he hath almoſt 
continually been overcome by a 
ſuffocating heat of grear Fires in the 
Room, and a load of Bedcloaths. 
For relief they imitate the French 
Mountebanks in Bleeding, as they 
do inthe Small-Pox, hoping there- 
| by to make room in the Veſlels 

for the Blood to circulate, and to 
draw from the Glandules. True 
it is, that for the preſent. they re- 
ceive benefit, but ſoon after the 
ſame Symptoms return in a more 
violent manner, whereby the Blood 
begins to ſtagnate, and then 4 dos : 
For by the Bleeding the ebullirion is 
mach more leſſened, and the Spirits 
diminiſhr, fo that neceſſarily the Hu- 
mours. . 
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mours mult be more incraſſated. O- 
thers to obviate thoſe Symptoms ad- 
viſe the Patient a-Vomit, either of Sa/ 
Virrioli, the infuſion of Crocus metal- 
forum, or other antimonial prepa- 
ration ; the operation whereof an- 
ſwering the indication well-enough, 
if he hath ſufficient ſtrength to- 
endure, efcapes ; if not, paſſerh 44 
plures, Others fuſpeting the Pa- 
tients Spirits to be art too low an 
Ebb to bear the effort of thoſe 
Vomits, rather chooſe to make an 


eſſay to precipitate thoſe thick - 


ſlymy Humours, togecher with the 
remaining Mercurial Particles, by 
2 Doſe of infuſicn of Senva, with 
4 ſolution of Sa! 7Tartarz, or by a 
large Doſe of the latter alone, diſ- 
ſolved in Poſlſer Ale, or by a ſmart 
Clyſter, which ſometimes. do an- 
ſwer expectation, othertimes nor. 
But to ſhew, that a Practicer or 
Surgeon dares roy with his Pati- 
ents Life, upon ſuch a ſubſiding 
of *'the Salivation, ventures to 
give 
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give him another lift, by advi- 
ſing a freſh Doſe of Mercury, 
which if it give him the Coup de 
grace, who ſhi! queſtion him, ſince 
it was the Fox >-ought him to the 
neceſſity of a Cure, hich the dead 
ſinners friends are as willing to 
conceal, as the Practicer the manner 
of his deſtroying of him. 

It is a vuigar errour, to conceive, 
that Mercury through Salivation is 
clearly and totally carried off, as 
if at the termination thereof ſome 
particles were not lodged, and im- 
pacted in the ſolider parts of the 
Body, and groſs feculent Humors, 
too thick and dry to paſs through 
the Dudtus ſalivales, which be- 
ſides the ſublinguals, and the 0- 
thers at the bottom of the Gums, 
are numerous, each Glandule about 
the inſide of the Mouth and Throar, 
being provided with ſuch outlets. 
The truth hereof appears manifeſt- 
ly in thoſe, who after they have 
been abroad two, or three, four, five, 
or 
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or ſix Months, or longer, have 
fallen into a ſecond Salivation, 
laſting eight, or ten Days, more 
or leſs, without the leaſt repetiti- 
on of Mercury. In others that 
eſcape this ſecond Salivation, the 
Mercury eyaporates through the 
' pores, which evaporation laſteth 
from a Week to ſix Months, ac- 
cording to the quantity of the mi- 
neral remaining in the Body. So 
that there ought to be care taken 
of the Regimen of thoſe Patients, 
ſeveral Weeks, or Months after 
their Salivation. Abundance of 
People have loſt their Lives through 
ignorance of this. Obſervation ; 
ſome by taking cold, have been 
{truck incurably Blind, Deaf, or 
Lame ; others with Palſies, Convul- 
ſions, Spaſmus Cynicus, mortal Feyers, 
exceſlive pains in their Limbs, of 
all which particulars I haye ſeen 
inſtances. 

The laſt Winter a young Gen- 
tleman, a Month after his Saliva- 
tion, 
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tion, venturing on the Ice to di- 
vert himſelf, was foon after fur- 
prized with a total Deafneſs, ſo [41 
as he was inſenſcble of rhe noiſe of | 
a Drum or a Gun. He was to be 
converſed with only by writing ; 
I was deſired to conſult with a very 
honeſt and learned Phyſician ; we 
both agreed in opinion, that cold 
was the caute of the Deafneſs, by 
ſtopping the pores, and ſtriking or 
repelling the Mercury ( that ought 
to have fumed out) into the Brain 
and auditory Nerves. For his Cure 
[I adviſed a ſadorifick courſe with 
intermediate Purges, and Sweats 
twice a Day in an Hot-houſe. By 
theſe means he recovered his hear- 
ing tollerably well ; but the Sur- 
geon, that had Salivated him, ſuf- 
peQting this accident mighr reflect 
on his Reputation, as if ſome er- 
ror had been committed inthe Sali- 
yation ( which as far as I know, 11 
there was none ): wrought ſo much 
on the friends of the Patient, as to 
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perſwade them, that Mercury was 
not the cauſe of Deafneſs, and 
therefore he ought to be taken our 
of that courſe; which he was too 
ſoon, before the accompliſhing 
his Cure; and was the cauſe he 
relapſt not longafterto the ſame de- 

ree. of lols of hearing. Another, 
after he had deſiſted from taking 
eight or ten Doſes of Mercurial 
Purges,lcaving off ſome Cloaths,and 
going forth ina very ſharp bluſter- 
ing Day, on a ſudden was taken 
with a Spaſmus 'cynicus. I order'd 


him a Julep, of 4g. pen. comp. ſp14, - 


Lavend. Tintt. caltor. and ſome ce- 


phalick ſimple Waters ; likewiſe a | 


Bole of Mithridate and Antimon. 


diaphor. to be taken Mornings and | 


Evenings, with a Superbibend. of the 
Julep, and to ſweat ſmartly upon 
it. His Neck and Temples were 
rubbed with Balſamum ſuccini ; af- 
terwards I purged him with Extr. 
Rud. and he recovered. 


An 
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An Apothecary in Alderſgate- 
| ſtreet, being in his Laboratory, when 
$ a Sublimatory broke ( wherein Mer- 
 curins dalcis was preparing, by re- 
moving it from one Furnace to a- 
nother, was ſuddenly taken Tame, 
Feveriſh, and trembling, occaſion- 
ed through the Mercurial ſtems, 
that entred his pores. Nor long 
after ſending for me, | adviſed 
him to the ſame courſe, as juſt 
before, and in few Days was reſto- 
red to his Realth. 

In conclufton; To the great 
 miſchicts an over-Saliva:ion doth 
occaſion, let me add lirge deep 
devouring Ulcers of the Palate, 
Jaws, and inſide of the Cheek, that 
in a ſhort time rot the Bones, in- 
fomuch that I have known the 
wholcroofand pe Bone,alfo pie- 
ces of the Jaw Bone com: 2off, as long 

almoſt as my licele Finger ; ſome- 
times thoſe Ulcers have turn'd in- 
to a Gangrecn, as the inſtance of 
the young Gentlewoman of Cha- 
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Tenion in France atteſts, vid. th: 
Second Part of the Conclave. O- 
thers by an Hyperptycliſmus, or 0- 
ver-Salivation, have loſt the free 
motion of their under Jaw, which 
they could not open half wide e- 
nough to put in a Spoon. Some 
have becn Jaw fallen on one fide, 
by the rotting of the ligament of 
the Jun@ure; And notwithſtanding 
all this, if a Patient apprehends 
danger in being Salivated, the Pra. 
Ricer ſhall tell him, it is as ſafe 
as a meſs of Milk, or piece of 
Bread and Butter. 
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| HE particular Venereal Caſe 


mentioned in the Title Page, 


is this following. Berweca Three 
and Four Years paſt the aboye® 
mentioned date, a Perſon : was 
brought ro me, Aged abour 45, 
or-46 Years, in reſpect of habit of 
Body, a meer Skeleton, Com-. 
lexioned. with a foul Venereal 

colour of Skin, a Ghaſtly aſpect, 
and reduced to an cxtream degree 
of Weakneſs ; an Appctite equal 
to the badneſs of his Digeſtion in 
his Stomach. His Throat wag: 
miſerably torn by a deep ſtinking. 
ſordid Ulcer in cach of his 7oxftls, 
and another upon the Ura/a, part

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whereof was caten away by it. 
This Man {ſo Circumſtanced, was 
adviſed by a Phyſician, and a Sur- 
geon ( both famed in the City, as 
roppers for that fort of buſineſs, 
bur how- deſervedly, they knew 
beſt themſelves, the Surgeon being 
fince dead) to go into a Salivation, 
which f{troke a deep Terror in him, 
as if forwarned by ſome Genius 
within him, that he ſhould moſt 
certainly have died in it; as it is 
likewife my Opinion he would. 
” His Cure was performed in the man- 
ner following. I- preſcribed him a 
good Nutritive Antivenereal Broath 
for a Fortnight, to get ſome De- 
oree of ſtrength, to under go after- 
wards the fatigue of a months 
Courſe, interpoſing once or twice a 
Week, ſome very gentle Antivene- 
real Purgative. He utcd an Ab- 
ſterſive Gargle very ofr, cfpecially 
before he was to Eat or Drink any 
thing, to prevent the ſtinking 
matter ofhis Ulcers from being car- 
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ricd down to bis Stomach, which be- 
fore had conriburtcd much to the weak- 
pcfs of his.Digeſtion, and depriving his 
Appetit.

ftulous, This Ulcer tor feveral Months, 
reſiſting all manner of ordinary Reme- 
dies, both Internal and External, be- 
fore ſhe. came. to me; In fix Weeks 
time the Ulcer was cleanſed, incarned 
and Cicarized; and ſhe reitored to Health 
by a Negligent Cure, and Antivencreat 
external Applications.

Gonorrhe,- Pubo Or Shan- 
ker ill Cured, either too Precipirantly, 
or Ignorantly, by ſome Reſtriftive or 
repelling M:dicines. r4/y, Suppoſe 
any of *em had fallen into a Difcemper 
cf it ſelf, commanly not mortal;' be it 
a ſlight continnal Fever, a 'Stenuous 
Cough, &c. in all Probability, if their 
Cure had been artempred by ufual Re- 
medics, negleRing the joyning proper 
Antivenereals with them, they would 
have bzen rendred mortal. - 

The conſequences that in tmy opinion 
may plainly be. deduced from the pre- 
ceding Narrarive, alſo from fcveral 
parallel inſtances, and many that come 
almoſt upro ir, of which I am obliged ro 
omit the reciral for many important rea- 
ſons are numerans; for confidering that 
many per{ons having had the misfcirrtune 
of making afualſe ſtep, whercby they had 
contratted fome evident Liminury Pox, 
as Shanker, a Pocky Scall's and Prick- 
ing of Urine, Bubo, ec, Or CHEES fomea. 
dull fluggitr Pocky Seminarics, iarking 
in the Body for fome Years, without

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himſelf Cured, before he Marries ; and 
it being poſlible, that ſcarce one in Ten 
is perfe&tly Cured, hapning either by 


his own defire to- be ſpeedily Cured, 


or by the over haſtyCureotf theÞracticer, 
in hopes thereby ro acquire the greater 
Repute, and conſequently a greater 
nutnber of Patients, or by the Ignorance 
. and- Unskilfulneſs of the Undertaker, 
the conſequence will be, that the Iſſue 
from ſuch a fort of a Marriage muſt 
neceſſarily have implanted in it Latent 
Venereal Seminaries, Which ſometimes 
do ſprout out ſoon after the Birth, ei- 
ther in plain evident Pocky Symptoms, 


or in abſcondidly uniting their Force, * 


which ſome cauſe, Producing only ſuch 
a Diſcaſe, as is common to Children, 
yet that very Diicaſe ſhall prove Mor- 
tal, as it!hath done to many hundreds, 
by negleCting the Latent. Pocky Semi- 
aries. It doth alſo happen, thoſe Pocky 
Seeds being deeply. plunged, and being 
allo very ſluggith,. ſo that they ſtand in 
need of a greater hear and. ſtronger 
Animal Spirits, that thoſe evident Ve- 
nereal Symptoms may not appear until 
they are 14,,16 or 18 Years of Age, 
ſooner or later, accordin 
Circumſtaaces. Many of this FRO 
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do ofc fall ill of common Diſtempers, 
which with that Latent Venereal Cemmi- 
narie,are rendred much more dificalr ro 
be: Cured, and ſome thereby prove 
mortal, that other rife of themſclves 

are not ſo. | 
If the Infe&ed oF ſpring proves ſuch, 
certainly their Original, I mean the 
Father, or Moth-r, or both, mutt un- 
doubredly be $-ar-d in a much worſe 
Condition, where. by many do expire be- 
fore they are 30 or 40, of the forefaid 
common Diſtempers, though {light ones, 
. but aggravated by a Latent Pccky Re- 
lique. Many die Of continual Fevers, 
'» whoſe countenance ſcems mild enough, 
yer proving mortal, Phyſicians ſtile 
them Malighant;which indeed arefuch, 
tho' not always, by reaſon of a Malig- 
nity, Contratted by great intempe- 
rance, or 'malign efflavie's, admitted 
out. of Air into the Body, bur very oft 
from a Yexereal-Relique. In like manner 
I am much of opinion, tho”. many Pr/- 
monick Conſumptions are occation<d by 
Debauches, or by fharp Salin ſteems, 
floating in the Air, which render them 
Endemick here, 'yet'many more Conſump- 
tions, and many other Diſeafcs allo, are 
occationed by the foremention'dYVererea! 
Relique, 
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Relique, which cauſes theſe latter to be 
2x more mortal than the former. 

The uſe that may be made of rheſe 
conſiderations, is great; for a Phyſician 
finding, ſome of theſe Diſeaſes before 
hinted at to be very ſtubborn, tho' un- 
der a very benign afpect, he may, with- 
our anyCrime, privately ſuggeſt ro him- 
{clf, that hcre may be ſome Latent Ve- 
nereal Malignity, againſt which if Antiwv.- 
ncreal Remedies, being joined with ſuch 
other Medicines as arc Commonly ufed 
againſt ſuch Difcaſcs,are ſingly by them- 
{clvcs experimentially found ro be very 
prevalent againſt fuch Diſcaſcs, or being 
Joined with the faid other common Re- 
medies, theſe are not impaired by them 
in theirVertues or in any Wile hinder'd 
by them, where lics the hurt, if a Phy- 
ſician by ſuch a prudent turmiſe, {ball 
either Direct Specific. Antivenerals by 
themſelves, where proper, or. Joincd 
with other Remedies ? This I can moſt 
certainly atteſt, rhat many Diſeaſes have 
been eaſily Cured, and as many Lives 
have been as eaſily faved by Indicata, 
direfted by ſuch a prudent 'and cauti- 
- | ous ſuſpicion. And ir is nor very com- 
| | mon with Phyſicians in a Peſtilential 
Seaſon, to furmile that 1aoſt other -Dif- 
caſes 
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eaſes that then ſporadically happen, are 
imbued with ſome Tin&ure of Pefti- 
| lence; and therefore do as commonly 
mix. Anti-peſtilential Remedies with 
ſuch others; are uſually given againſt 
thoſe ſaid ſporadic Diſeaſes. In-con- 


clufion, as I do affirm, that ſuch a ſort . } 


of fuſpicion within a Phyſicians breaſt, 
as it cannot be in the leaſt injurious to 
any perſon, but may be to his advan- 
tage, fo I judge no ſort of demure Af. 
pect, Behaviour,or Diſcourſe, ought to 
exempt a Man from ſuch a ſecret ſuſpi- 
cion, where'there is ſome ground for 
it, when I callro memory, that many. 
Years paſt I cared a very grave, ſober, 
externally pious, fubſtantial Houſe- kee- 
per, of near Fourſcore Years of Age, 
and his Wife alſo, who was Seventy, to 
whom. he had given .zhe Pox, having 
contracted it trom a'-common Whore 
in. the Streets.. 
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
